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FIR5T DAY — Wednesday. 

PocoMOKE City, Md., April 1, 1903. 

The Seventy-fifth Session of the Maryland Annual Conference con- 
vened in Bethany Methodist Protestant Church, Pocoinoke City, Md., at 
9:00 o’clock Wednesday morning, April 1, 1903. President F. T. Little 
conducted the opening devotional exercises. Hymn 15, “Come Thou 
Almighty King ’ ’ was sung ; the President led in prayer and read 
from the Word of God, Psalms 126 and 133 and the fourth chapter of 
Ephesians. 

The President called S. B. Southerland to the chair and read his 
report of the work of the District for the year. The President’s charac- 
ter was passed. (Report A.) 

The roll of the Conference was called by the Secretary, W. S. Phil- 
lips, and the names of B. F. Benson and J . K. T. Ewell were transferred 
to the Dead-roll. 

J. M Holmes made the motion that the roll of probationary mem- 
bers of the Conference be called now and hereafter. The motion was 
carried. 

W. M. Strayer moved that during the Conference the roll-call be 
dispensed with unless required for quorum. The Secretary of the Con- 
ference amended that only the names of those still absent be called. 
The whole matter was laid on the table. 

The President then read the list of standing committees. (See list.) 

J. M. Holmes made a statement concerning the evangelistic work 
and requested the co operation of the Conference. The Conference gave 
its hearty endorsemenc to the work. 

On motion, F. P. Krauss was made Conference Postmaster 

The President made appointments for the morning devotional servi- 
ces as follows : Thursday, W. B Judefind ; Friday. W. H. Litsinger ; 
Saturday, E. D. Stone : Monday, J. H. Stiaughn ; Tuesday, J. M. 
Dickey. 
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The order of the day having arrived for the Conference sermon, T. 
H. Lewis and D. L. Greenfield took seats on the platform. The devo- 
tional exercises consisted of hymn 120, prayer by Dr. Greenfield, re- 
sponsive reading from the Psalms and hymn 408. The offering was re- 
ceived after which Dr. Lewis preached, taking his text from Luke, 12 
32, “ Fear not, little flock, for it is your Father’s good pleasure to give 
you the Kingdom.” 

The morning session closed with the benediction by S.B. Southerland. 

Afternoon. 

The President called the Conference to order at 2:15. 

The bar of the house was fixed at the first pew this side of second 
window from the door. 

A. W. Mather offered a resolution fixing the time of the memorial 
service and communion for 3:00 o’clock Sunday afternoon. The resolution 
was adopted. (Resolution L) 

L. F. Warner, for J. D. Kin zer, offered a resolution rescinding the 
recommendations of the report of the Committee on Official Character 
adopted last Conference. The resolution was adopted. (Resolution 2.) 

The order of the day having arrived, the Conference proceeded to 
the election of officers. The President appointed H. E- Nelson andj. 
G. Coleman tellers. The following were elected : President, F. T. Lit- 
tle ; Secretary, W. S. Phillips : Board of Stewards (to serve in 1904) : 
Conference, T. R. Woodford ; Church Extension, E S. Fooks ; Super- 
annuate Fund, W. H. Litsinger ; Foreign Missions, W. A. Melvin; 
General Home Missions, G. M. Clayton; Educational, J. M. Dickey; 
Church Home, L. A. Bennett ; Bible and Tract, N. O, Gibson. 

It was moved by A. D. Melvin that the Secretary of the Conference 
cast unanimous ballot of the Conference for the Standing District Com- 
mittee : J. D. Kinzer, W. S. Hammond, J. L. Straughn, T. P. Fisher, 
W. B. Usilton, W. G. Baker. The motion was carried and the Secre- 
tary cast the ballot. 

The ballot for Committee on Appeals was taken, and on motion by 
J. E. Nicholson the tellers were permitted to withdraw and count the 
ballots, which resulted as follows : W. S. Hammond, A. D. Melvin, J. 
D. Kinzer, with no laymen elected. J. L. Straughn moved that the Sec- 
retary cast the ballot for the three laymen receiving the highest number 
of votes. The motion was carried and T. P. Fisher, E. B. Fenby and 
J. G. Coleman were declared elected. 

The President then appointed C. M. Zepp to collect dues for Super- 
annuated Fund Society and C. M. Compher for the Church Extension So- 
ciety. C. S. Jump volunteered to collect for the sexton 

J W. Kirk w'as given the floor and made a call for volunteers for 
the house to house visitation. 
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The report of the Agent of the Twentieth Century Fund was read 
and adopted. (See Report H.) 

The report of the Conference Parsonage Committee was referred to 
the Board of Finance. 

The Secretary then read his report and it was adopted, and the 
financial statement was referred to the Board of Finance. (Report B.) 

The Secretary appointed as his assistants, J. H. S. Ewell and J. H. 
Straughn. 

On motion by J. M. Sheridan the Conference hours were fixed from 
9:00 to 12:00 o’clock and from 2:00 o’clock to adjourn at pleasure. 

Papers were, referred, on motion, to the Faculty of Instruction, to 
the Church Extention Committee and to the Board of Finance. 

The Citizens’ National Bank and the Pocomoke City National Bank 
kindly tendered to the Conference the use of their directors’ rooms. 

On motion, papers were referred to the Church Extension Committee 
and to the Temperance Committee. 

S. B. Tredway moved that the tract collection be eliminated from 
the list of the church collections. The motion was withdrawn. 

The President of the Seminary offered a resolution with reference to 
the publication of Dr. Lewis’s sermon and that a committe of three be 
appointed to consider the form in which the publication shall appear. 
The resolution was adopted (Resolution 3), and the following committee 
was appointed : H. L. Elderdice, F. T. Tagg and Ara P. Bowen. 

A paper from Denton was referred to the Committee on Church Ex- 
tension. 

Communications from E. J. Drinkhouse and David Wilson, ex- 
pressing regret for their inability to attend the Conference and requesting 
their continuance in a supernumerary relation were read. On motion, 
their requests were granted. 

A letter from E H. VanDyke was read and on motion by F. C. 
Klein was referred to the Committee on Foreign Missions. 

The requests of W. S. Hammond, C. S. Arnett and W. M. Poisal, 
that they be left without appointment for another year, were granted. 

The Secretary offered an amendment to Rule II. of Rules of Order — 
“ Duties of Secretary.” On motion by J. E. Nicholson the matter was 
referred to a special committee of three, as follows : F. T. Tagg, T. P. 
Fisher and M. A. Davis. 

The President informed the Conference that a letter from J. N. 
Warfield had been received, enclosing a check of $150,00 for the Super- 
annuated Fund. He then addressed the Confe ence relative to the time 
he would be at leisure to consult with pastors and delegates. 

On motion by P'. C. Klein Conference adjourned. The benediction 
was pronounced by F. T. Tagg. 
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SECOND DAY— Thursday. 

The morning devotional exercises were conducted by C. K. Dryden. 

Promptly at 9:30 o’clock, the President called the Conference to order. 

Minutes of yesterday were read and approved. 

Papers from Bethany, Rhode Island Avenue, North Carolina Ave- 
nue, First Church, Washington; Cumberland, Federalsburg, Reliance, 
Eutaw, Mt. Nebo, Keen Memorial, Fox Hill, West Wilmington, Dover 
and Pocomoke circuit were referred to Committee on Church Extension. 

A communication from Chateau was referred to the Board of Finance. 

The Secretary moved that the names of those who h?d not responded 
to the roll-call be called. The motion was carried and said names were 
called. 

A communication from Millville quarterly conference was read, and 
on motion was referred t ' the following special committee of three : A. 
D. Melvin, J. W. Kirk. E. W. Tull. 

A communication from Dr. Berrien, Corresponding Secretary Board 
of Ministerial Education, stating his inability to attend the Conference 
and requesting the Conference to authorize H. L. Elderdice to receive 
money due the Board, was read. The request was granted and the com- 
munication referred to Committee on Education. 

A letter from Mrs. Alice D. Davis, daughter of A. D. Dick, telling 
of the illness of her father and mother, and his consequent inability to 
attend the Conference was read. F. T. Tagg'made a motion that the 
Secretary write to Brother Dick and express to him the sympathy of the 
Conference in his affliction. The motion was carried. 

The President then stated to the Conference that he had written to 
J. N. Warfield. 

A communication from W. D. Stultz. President of the New Jersey 
Conference, relative to the 2700 Methodist Protestant families in Phila- 
delphia, was read, and referred to a special committee ot three on a mo- 
tion by F. T. Tagg. The President appointed J. L. Mills, D. E. Green- 
field, j. G. Coleman. 

The roll was called and pastors deposited reports. 

A letter from J. H. Daugherty with reference to ordination creden- 
tials was read. On motion by T. H. Eewis, which prevailed, the Sec- 
retary was instructed to prepare a certificate stating Brother Daugherty’s 
ordination, and forward same to him. 

J. D. Kinzer submitted the report of the Board of Governors of 
W^estminster Theological Seminary, and on motion by F. C. Klein, it 
was referred to Committee on Education.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 

To the Maryland Annual Conference-. 

Dear Brethren 

We gather to-day in the Seventy-fifth Annual Session of our Conference with 
glad hearts and joyful songs. A review of the entire three quarters of a century 
of our history, with its toils, trials and tiiumphs,^ might well fill our hearts with 
gratitude because of what God has wrought. This, however, is not the purpose 
of the president’s annual report. It must deal with the resutls of only one of 
these many years, and that the last one. 

Surely God has blessed our Zion this year also. Souls have been converted, 
accessions made to our numbers, 'new houses of worship and parsonages built, old 
ones repaired, enlarged, adorned ; salaries in many instances increased, and, I am 
confident, it will be found that the assessments have shared in the general pros- 
perity that has come to the District. While we may not have accomplished all 
we hoped for, it is certain that we have good cause to thank God for the measure 
of success attained, and to take courage for the future. 

Before passing to the brighter and more joyful things of the report we pause 
in the shadow, and, with subdued voices and saddened hearts, repeat the names 
of those whose departure from among us makes necessary the word 

DEATHS. 

Mrs. Ida Burns Yingling, wife of Rev. J. M. Yingling, died May 30th, 
1902. Thus passed away, ' • 

“ Lamented, in the strength of life, 

valued mother and a faithful wife.” 
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Rev. John Edward Tyson Ewell, M. D. , died November 7th, 1902, after 
long weeks of suffering. 

“ Peace, which he loved in life, did lend 
Her hand to bring him to his end.” 

Rev. Benjamin Franklin Benson, A. M., D. D., died November 30th, 1902. 
The summons came to Dr. Benson suddenly, but, we are presuaded, not un- 
expectedly.

These, 

'* Are already resting where the evil comes not, 

The tear, the toil, the woe, the sin forgot.” 

Obituary Committees were promptly appointed under the rule. 

CHANGES. 

Immediately after adjournment of Conference, by consent of all parties con- 
cerned, Rev. A. A. Harryman was released from Cecil Circuit and appointed to 
Oak Grove and Prince George. This seemed to be the only practicable w^ay of 
supplying these latter charges for the year, and the results show the approval of 
Providence on the change. 

Rev. A. H. Hess, a ministerial member of the West Virginia Annual Con- 
ference, and a student at the seminary, has acceptably supplied Cecil during the 
year. 

July 28tli, 1902, Rev. C. E. Daugherty, at his own request and with the 
consent of Christ Chruch, Baltimore, was released from the pa.storate of that 
charge, and on the same date was given a transfer to the Ohio Annual Conference. 

August 1st, 1902, Rev. P. W. Crosby, being duly recommended by the 
quarterly Conference of Nichols Memorial Circuit, and having a proper release 
and endorsement from the President of the North Illinois Annual Conference, was 
appointed pastor of Christ Church, and has faithfully served the charge to date. 

October 8th, 1902, I received a letter from H. P". Bennington, who had 
been appointed to Mariners Station at the last Conference, announcing his with- 
drawal from the ministry, and asking that the said letter be accepted as the sur- 
render of his credentials, which he stated had been mislaid. On the morning I 
received the letter, without waiting for a reply, he abandoned his work and 
moved atvay, and though I thrice wrote him, and have pubilshed these facts offi- 
cially over my signature in the chruch paper, I have not heard from him and do 
not know where he i.s. I recommend that his name be stricken from the roll. 

Rev. W. N. Sherwood has been serving Mariners by official appointment, in 
connection with his work at Lawson ia, since December 23rd, 1902. 

November 10th, 1902, Rev. C. C. Baker, pastor of Millville charge, request- 
ed to be released from that circuit in order to take work under the Preisdent of 
the Iowa Annual Conference. The consent of the charge was secured and a 
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proper paper given him. He is now at work within the bounds of that Confer- 
ence. 

November 12th, 1902, Rev. A. W. Betts, an un stationed preacher of the 
Vine’s Neck appointment on Millville circuit , was placed in charge of the work 
and has served it to the present time. 

November 18th, 1902, Rev. D. M. Dibble, being duly recommended by the 
quarterly conference of the First Methodist Protestant Church of Rockville Cen 
ter, N. Y. , and a graduate of the seminary, was appointed pastor of Waverly and 
Evergreen to fill the vacancyjoccasioned by the death of Dr. J. E. T. Ewell. 

unsupplied charges. 

Eleven palces were left unsupplied at the adjournment of the last Confer- 
ence. During the year they have been supplied as follows : Campbell, during 

the school vacation, by Brother E. E. Parsons of the seminary — since the 
opening of the school term in September the circuit has been with- 
out a regular pastor, preferring to remain so until the meeting of Conference ; 
Fairview by Brother W. M. Jett, an unstaioned preacher of West Baltimore Sta- 
tion ; Georgetown Circuit by Brother E. L. Bunce, a licensed preacher of East 
Baltimore Station. Brother Bunce’s work has been satisfactory and he is presen 
as a candidate for admission into the itinerancy ; Jones Memorial by Brother W. 
M. Simms, of Broadw’ay, who has succeeded in having the building removed to 
a more desirable location and inspiring the hope that better days are coming to 
the enterprise ; Indian River by Brother D. L. Johnson,* of Georgetown, Del. , Station. 
•Brother J F. Bryan has also rendered helpful service there by preaching occasion- 
ally and administering the ordinances at regular intervals ; Lewistown by Brother 
G. J. Hooker of the seminary ; Nichols Memorial by Brother Clayborne Phillips, 
also of the seminary ; Patapsco by Rev. C. H. Littleton ; Williamsport by Brother 
F. P. Krauss, ; Violetsville by Brother Richard L. Shipley, both of the sem- 
inary. I have not been able to supply Middleway even for a part of the year. 

president’s parsonage. 

The action of the Conference last year in adopting the report of. the 
Committee on President’s Parsonage, provided “that the President rent a de- 
sirable dwelling. ’ ’ Accordingly, as soon as practicable after adjournment I be- 
gan house-hunting. Before I had definitely decided upon a house, two mem- 
bers of the Board of Managers of the Superannuated P'und Society, in sympathy 
with the expres.sed opinion of the Conference of last year that, “The Presi- 
dent of the Conference ought to have a better home than the one that has been 
used for many years’’, suggested that if I could provide for my family by board- 
ing until the Conference Committee could select a suitable house, the Board 
w’ould invest the money by purchasing the property in fee, upon the conditicn 
that the President pay the interest on the investment at the rate of five per cent, 
per annum. A further condition, suggested by the President, was added, viz.. 
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to request the Confeieilce to continue the assessment of three thousand dollars on 
the District as at present, for the purpose of using five hundred dollars (the amount 
appropriated this year for furniture) as an annual payment on the purchase money 
of the parsonage. These suggestions were acted upon, and on October 28th, 1902, 
I took possession of the new Maryland Conference Parsonage, No, 1420 Linden 
Avenue, Baltimore,^ Maryland. 

The house is eligibly located, substantially built, conveniently arranged ; is 
in first class condition ; in every way suitable, and is a credit to the Conference 
and Church. I desire here to put on record my high appreciation of the Commit- 
tee’s care in providing such a desirable home for our Conference Presidents. I 
would not in any way anticipate the report of the Committee, which will be sub- 
mitted in due time, but in this connection beg simply to recommend that the as- 
sessment of $3, 000 be continued on the District, and divided as follows : S2, 500 
for President’s salary, travelling expenses and interest on parsonage debt, and 
$500 to be paid on the principal. 

The furnishing of the house was completed at a cost of seven hundred and 
six dollars, all of which has been provided for as follows : five hundred dollars 
allowed by the Conference, and two hundred and six dollars by cash donations 
from various friends in the District. I hereby record my heart-felt thanks to 
every one of these kind donors for their prompt, cheerful and fraternal response 
to my appeals in this direction. 

I respectfully submit herewith a full statement of receipts and expenditures 
on account of parsonage furniture, and recommend its reference to the Board of 
Finance for audit. 



MARYI^AND CONFERENCE GUILD. 

The duty and expense of keeping the parsonage furniture in repair, and of 
supplementing articles from time to time as they may be needed, seemed difficult 
to place under these new conditions. To require the President to do it in addition to 
meeting the annual interest expense would add too much to his financial burden. 
To expect the Agent of the President’s parsonage to do it would be to expect him 
to make bricks without straw. Consequently, a few intelligent, devoted ladies, 
with true housewifely forethought and church interest, organized the little society 
w'hich bears the name at the head of this division of my report. It has the same 
relation to the Preisdent’s parsonage that the local aid society has to the pastor’s 
parsonage. It has about forty members, each paying an annual due of one 
dollar, and is slowly accumulating a fund to meet emergencies w’hen they 
arise, I recommend that the Conference endorse this simple, important auxilliary 
of our work, 

benevolent agencies. 

Our beloved and generous-hearted^sister, Mrs. T. A. Reese, has again re- 
newed her splendid donations to our pastors and the various interests of our 
Conference and Church. She truly deserves, and I believe has the gratitude and 
prayers of all the ministers and members in the Maryland District. 
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The Pipe Creek and Jefferson Benevolent Societies, ‘ and the St. John’s 
Board of Beneficence, have also repeated and, to an extent, ‘ enlarged ' their 
assistance to our pastors and churches during the year. 

The Maryland Bible and Maryland Tract Societies which have been used 
by the Conference for many years, as a means of extending its help to at least a 
few of that great submerged mass of our fellow beings, are still recognized forces 
of evangelization i n that part of our treritory included in the State of Maryland. 
Having been identified with the Board of Directors of these societies for more 
than a decade, I am prepared to report that I have reason to believe they are do- 
ing better work at present than for a number of years. 

I regard this as specially true of the Tract Society. Our appreciation of all 
the.se helpful agencies should continue to find formal expression at our annual 
gatherings. 

BEQUESTS. 

Three persons remembred our work in the form of bequests and one by di- 
rect gift during the year. Our loyal, loving Brother F. M. Warner, of West 
Baltimore Station, whose early demise is so deeply lamented by all who knew 
him, left five hundred dollars each to the Superannuated Fund Society and our 
Church Home. Mrs. Henrietta Goodhand left five hundred dollars to our Church 
at Stevensville on Kent Island, and the late Mr. Joshua Gousha left seven thous- 
and dollars to our St. Luke’s Church in Philadelphia, Pa., while an estimable 
layman, whose modesty will not permit his name to be disclosed, made a cash 
gift of two thousand dollars to Westminster Theological Seminary for a permanent 
scholarship. These gifts foot up the sum of $10,500, and who can estimate the 
great good they shall continue to do through all the future ? 

CHRISTAIN ENDEAVOR. 

According to reports made to me, there are one bundled and forty Young 
People’s Societies of Christian Endeavor in the District, with a membership of 
over five thousand. Some of these, of course, are junior societies. But deduc- 
ting these w'e still have here that which represents a host of young people organ- 
ized under a model constitution, and bound by a definite pledge which requires 
loyalty to Christ and to one’s own denomination and local church. It is without 
question the be.st young people’s organization the church has ever had, and yet it 
is impossible to escape the conviction that a faithful adherence to its principles 
and pledge on the part of all its 'niembers would certainly give us larger and 
better results for Christ and the church than tho.se which we tabulate from year 
to year. 

The Conference Union of Chrisian Endeavor, held in Clark Memorial 
Church, Baltimore, last February, what was undoubtedly the most spiritual and 
profitable convention of its history Tho.se who were privileged to attend were 
imi)ressed with the simplicity and devotion which marked all the exerci.ses. 

The Union will officially ask the Conference to name a certain number of 
its members to serve on the Executive Committee instead of appointing an advis- 
ory committee as last year. The request is wise and should be granted. 
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STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

Western Maryland College continues its splendid work to our church and 
state in the intellectual and moral training of young people for usefulness 
in the various callings and avocations of life It has been kept before our 
congregations and Sunday schools this year in a way that must gain for it fuller 
recognition as a most valuable adjunct in the great work God has given us to 
do as a Conference and as a denomination. Its influence in the District is 
extensive and beneficial. 

Westminster Theological Seminary has had its full complement of stu- 
dents during the school term, all its rooms being occupied. It will send four 
of its five graduates to this session for admission into the itinerancy. 

The increasing facilities for education which the church offers young 
men contemplating the ministry, makes it all the more imperative that those 
who are charged with the duty of passing upon the fitness of applicants shall 
make it hard — very hard — for anyone seeking the ministry simply as a means of 
livelihood to get enrolled among the students of our Seminary. 

The President of the Seminary has proven a valuable aid to me in furnish- 
ing supplies from among the students, from time to time, to meet emergenices. 
Full details of the work of each institution will be furnished in their respective 
reports. 

Our Chruch Home building has been enlarged, improved and beautified, and 
is now better than ever prepared to fulfil its mission in providing for our home- 
less aged ones. Special attention should be given to the report of its manage- 
ment, and all our pastors should familiarize themselves with its terms and condi- 
tions of admission as well as with its general needs and working. The Maryland 
and the Washington and Alexandria Branches of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society are still pushing their work as helpers in the missionary enterprises of the 
church with commendable zeal and encouraging results. 

The state of the church as to material improvements may be seen by the fol- 
lowing summary : A new church has been built and dedicated at Whaleyville, on 
Pittsville charge ; and an organization effected and a church built^t Cannons on 
the Delaware Railroad; this building will soon be ready for dedication, and the 
people desire to be connected with one of the adjacent circuits ; a new organiza- 
tion with an excellent church building at Hollywood, near Petersburg, Va. , on 
Amelia charge; two new churches at Liberty and Afton appointments, respective- 
ly, on Heathsville circuit, which will soon be ready for dedication ; a splendid 
new church of brick and stone on the coiner ot Rhode Island Avenue and 1st 
Street, N. W. , Washington, D. C. , for our Central people. The growth of the 
congregation, membership and Sunday school at this place is simply phenome- 
nal ; a new church built and dedicated at Lynch’s station on vSt. James charge, 
while old St. James itself has been .so thoroughly remodeled and refurnished as to 
be practically a new, as it is, really a beautiful edifice; the church at Sali.sbury 
has been reconstructed into a new, modern, handsome building ; our people at 
Federalsburg have secured by purchase the excellent, commodious, eligibly locat- 
ed building erected there, and for a time, occupied by the Presbyterians ; a new 
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church has been completed and dedicated near Damacsus in Montgomery County, 
Md. At Greenwood, Del. , the old church building has been sold, and a very desir- 
able lot purchased on the main street of the town large enough for both church and 
parsonage. The foundation of a modern, ornamental church building has been 
laid, which will be pushed to completion without delay, and ground is brok- 
en for a new church at Walkers Chapel on Potomac circuit. 

Bates Memorial church at Snow Hill has been finished and .will be opened 
for Divine services next Sunday. This enterprise will need, and really must 
have, the largest measure of finanical help it is possible for the Conference to 
give it. 

Improvements more or less extensive have been made on both the churches 
on Pocomoke City charge, at Friendship on Pocomoke circuit, at Crumpton, and 
at some other points which need not be mentioned here. 

New parsonages have been completed on Susquehanna, Powellville and Fed- 
eralsburg, while a very handsome one, desirably located on Mt. Royal Avenue, 
has been presented as a gift to the North Baltimore congregation. At several other 
points plans are maturing or operations begun for new homes for pastors, and still 
others have been greatly improved and adorned after the manner of those on Kent 
Island and Potomac charges. 

Broadway has paid sixteen hundred dollars on her debt this year, and North 
Carolina Avenue one thousand : thus vindicating the gpod business policy of the 
Conference in helping these important churches to rid themselves by degrees of the 
heavy burden of debt they have been carrying. ' Cumberland, by the aid of our 
General Home Missions Board, has paid one thousand dollars of her debt, while 
South Baltimore, in fulfillment of the promise made by its pastor at the last 
Confeience, has practically liquidated its long-standing and annoying mortgaged 
debt. 

Another phase of the state of the church is seen by pastors’ reports to me. 
While these reports are not complete in every particular, and while some have 
not returned the card sent them, yet the words here written are the result of 
most careful additions made from these cards. They show the number of 
conversions in the District during the year to have been two thousand five hun- 
dred and three ; and of accessions two thousand, six hundred and eighty-seven ; 
and that sixty-three thousand, nine hundred seventy-eight dollars and seventy- 
five cents have been expended in church and parsonage buildings and improve- 
ments, and in payment of debts on church property. 

Another item which is especially gratifying to the President, as I am sure it 
must be to all the brethren, is that twenty-one charges increased pastor’s salaries 
this year in amounts aggregating one thousand six hundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars ; and that twenty charges have increased pastors’ salaries for the ensuing year 
in amounts aggregating one thousand five hundred and fifty dollars. Four charges 
made increase for this and the ensuing year both, thus leaving thirty-seven sep- 
arate charges which have increased salaries in amounts which foot up an aggre- 
gate increase of three thousand two hundred and seventy-five dollars. W ith 
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these facts before me, am I not justified in adding the words, the spiritual state 
of the chruch in the District is good ? 

The brethren, speaking of them as a whole, have been true to the Gospel 
message in preaching, and true, in large measure, to the pastor’s New Testa- 
ment ideal of personal contact with men in the blessed work of soul-winning. 
More and more, it seems, does the necessity of going among the people as an 
ambassador of Christ, with a message of tender sympathy and pleading love, 
speaking face to face with men out of a heart hungry for the salvation of souls, 
impress itself upon those who would do their Master’s work most successfully. 
Hence it is not strange that the constant appeal of the churches is for preach- 
ers and pastors. Not preachers only, or even mainly, but pastors— efficient 
pastors as well. More and more too does it become apparent to the observant 
among us, that adequate pastoral support may justly require efficient pastoral ser- 
vice ; and on the other hand, that efficient puplit and pastoral service has the same 
right to require adequate pastoral support. 

No report of the state of the chruch can, I think, be complete which leaves 
out the church paper. While .it is a privilege to state that the report of the Book 
Directory will show some gains in subscribers for the Methodist Protestant during 
the fiscal year, I regret to say this gain has not been made in Maryland. But if 
all the gain that has been made could be credited to the Maryland District it 
would still have to be said that the circulation of our official church paper is not 
commensurate with the needs of the District, in this particular, or with our 
growth in other departments. 

If the church paper is not a help to the pastor and member in their personal 
Christian life, and in their work for Jesus the Saviour, then it has no right to 
be. If it is such a help then it should be the constant aim and effort of the pas-- 
tor and member to extend its circulation in order to receive largest benefit from 
its helpful ministry. This means helping ourselves by helping the paper. 

Our preachers and people need to recognize more fully that the church paper 
is not the personal organ of the Editor, the Agent, or the Book Directory, or of 
all of them together, but the official organ of the denomination, and that loyalty 
to the denomination implies loyalty to the church paper, as one of its agencies 
for the promotion of peace, progress and prosperity in our Household of Faith, 
and for the conquest of the world for Jesus Christ our Lord. 

I believe we must have a revival of loyalty to the chruch paper, and of dil- 
igence in its circulation if we would continue to maintain our place as a w'orthy 
and efficient member of the great family of Christian denominations. 

In the prosecution of my labors I have visited during the year all but five 
of the charges in the Conference. vSome of them I have visited several 
times. Those not visited are quite well understood in their condition and needs. 

■ And now with gratitude to Almighty God for His gracious favor to me 
and mine through the year, and with high appreciation of my brethren and 
their kindness to me, I subscribe myself.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 

First of all, we would make thankful mention of the marked success 
which has, by the blessing of God, attended the efforts of pastors and people 
during the past year, evinced in the salvation of so many precious souls, and 
increased interest along every line of our church work. 

2, we endorse the recommendation of the President that the name of H. 
E. Bennington be stricken from the roll. 

3, we express our gratification that a comfortable and commodious resi- 
dence has been purchased for a new Parsonage of the Maryland Conference, and 
we approve the President’s recommendation, to wit: that the assessment of ^3,000 
be continued on the district, and divided as follows: ?2,o00 for President’s salary, 
traveling expenses and interest on parsonage debt, and $500 to be paid on the 
principal. 

4. The organization of the Maryland Conference Guild, whose purpose is to 
provide funds to meet the “expense of keeping the parsonage furniture in repair 
and of supplementing articles from time to time as they may be needed’’ has our 
hearty approval, and we recommend that, if practicable, auxiliary Guilds be or- 
ganized on every charge in the district, and the funds secured by the same be for- 
warded to the treasurer of the Conference Guild, and after the expense of keeping 
the parsonage furniture in repair has been met, the balance, if any, shall be ap- 
plied to a reduction of the parsonage debt. 

5. We note with pleasure that Mrs. T. A. Reese, The Pipe Creek and Jefferson 
Societies, and the St. John’s Board of Beneficence have renewed their generous. 
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contributions toward the assistance of our needy pastors and churches, and we 
hereby express our grateful appreciation of their action. 

6. We are especially pleased to learn of the increasing interest upon the part 
of some of our people in the benevolent work of our church, which is finding ex- 
pression in bequests and contributions — those of the past year being a legacy of 
SoOO to the Superannuated Fund Society, and a like amount to the Home of the 
Aged, by Bro. F. M. Warner ; another from Sister Henrietta Goodland of $500, 
to the M. P. Church at Stevensville, on Kent Island ; another from Brother 
Joshua Gousha of $7,000 to our St. Luke’s church, in Philadelphia; also “from 
an estimable brother’’ a cash gift of $2,000 to Westminster Theological Seminary 
for a permanent scholarship, and we hereby recommend their action to others. 

7. We are gratified to learn of the continued prosperity of the Western Mary- 
land College, and of the Westminster Theological Seminary, and we would sug- 
gest to all our pastors that lenewed efforts be made to secure students for the col- 
lege, and that a judicious care be exercised upon the part of our Quarterly Con- 
ferences in recommending young men for the aid of the Board of Ministerial Ed- 
ucation. 

8. We are pleased to know by the figures given in the President’s report that 
there is a -marked improvement in some of the parts of our district in the matter 
of ministerial support, twenty-one charges having increased their pastors’ salaries 
during the past year, and twenty others for the present year, in amounts which 
aggregate $8,225. We would recommend that standing rule number 18, page 97 
of the Manual, be more than ever put into practical operation, to wit : “the Pres- 
ident shall represent the general interests of the Conference, and shall present 
their claims in such a manner, and at such times as in his judgment may be ex- 
pedient. And he shall use his utmost efforts with the Quarterly Conferences of 
the various charges to secure a salary of not less than $600 for the minister with 
a family, appointed as pastor, who has itinerated five years within the bounds of the 
Maryland Conference, and shall urge upon the various charges the prompt pay- 
ment of said salaries. ’ ’ We further recommend that pastors arrange the time of 
one of their quarterly conferences, especially the fourth, so that the President 
may be with them, and thus have the opportunity of carrying out the provisions 
of this rule. 

9. We urge upon our pastors and people thoughtful consideration of that 
part of the President’s report which refers to our church paper, the Meth- 
odist Protestant. Brethren of the ministry, let us try to increase its circulation ; 
brethren of the laity, do make it possible for us to do so by subscribing for it 
when we solicit you to do it. 

10. We recommend that in the event of the Conference Union of Christian 

Endeavor officially asking this Conference to name a certain number of its 
members to serve on the Executive Committee that their request 'be granted ; 
at the same time we would call the attention of the Christian Endeavor Societies 
to that part of the President’s report which reads thus: “It is impossible to es- 

cape the conviction that a faithful adherence to its principles and pledge on the 
part of all its members would certainly give larger and better results for Christ 
and the Church than those we tabulate from year to year. ’ ’

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OF THE COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENT’S PARSONAGE. 

Your Committee on the President’s Parsonage submit the following report : 

We have been unable to find a purchaser for the old parsonage on Parkin St. 
It has been offered “For sale’*, but no one has made an offer for it. It is still 
on the market seeking a purchaser. We have had it under rental during the 
year to Rev. A. D. Melvin, D. D. , at a monthly rental of $12.50. This rent has 
been promptly paid to Bro. J. N. Gilbert, the Agent of the President’s parsonage. 

His report will show, that after paying all claims against the house, there re- 
mains a balance on hand of $34.30. 

On September 30th, 1902, we purchased, in fee, the splendid property No. 
1420 Linden Ave. , for the President’s parsonage The net cost of this house, in- 
cluding the amount necessary for needful repairs, so as to put it in first-class con- 
dition, was $5,909.15. This money was loaned by the Board of Managers of the 
Superannuated Fund Society, at five per cent, interest, beginning with September 
30th, 1902. On October 28th, 1902, this property was placed in the possession of 
President Rev. F. T. Little, D. D. , at a monthly rental of $25.00, beginning with 
November 1st., 1902. Said rental to continue until the session of the Maryland 
Annual Conference, April 1st, 1903. 

Inasmuch as nearly one mouth elapsed between the purchase of the new par- 
sonage. 1420 Linden Ave. (Sept. 30th, 1902), and its posession by the President, 
and, as the rent began wdth Nov. 1st, 1902, would leave a deficit of $22.73 in the 
interest due the Supreannuated Fund Society, and as there is a balance of $34.30 
in the hands of the Agent of the President’s parsonage from the rental of the old 
parsonage, we recommend that this deficit of $22.73 be paid out of said balance. 

Inasmuch as the Superannuated Fund Society owns the ground rent of $56.- 
25, on the Parkin St. parsonage, and also holds a claim of $558.50, loaned for 
improvements on said house, at six per cent, and also holds the leasehold title to 
said property, we recommend that this property be offered to said society. 

We recommend that the President of the Conference, pay five per cent, in- 
terest on the money invested to the Superannuated Fund Society, and pay the 
necessary annual expenses on the new parsonage. No. 1420 Linden Ave., Balti- 
more, Md. 

We recommend that the present assessment of $3,000 *be continued. That 
$2,500 of this shall be the President’s traveling expenses, interest, etc., and that 
$500 of this $3,000 shall be paid annually to the Superannuated Fund Society in 
repayment of the loan of $5,909.15 until the entire amount of the loan shall 
be paid.

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OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENT’S PARSONAGE COMMITTEE. 

The committee to whom was referred the repoit of the Committee on the 
President’s Parsonage respectfully recommends, 

1. That the Conference endorse the action of the Committee in the pur- 
chase of the property, No. 1420 Linden Ave. , Baltimore, as the President’s par- 
sonage. 

2. That the assessment of $3,000 be continued under the name of “Presi- 
dent’s Salary,’’ to be appropriated as follows : Seventy-five percent of the amount 
raised to be paid to the President as his salary and traveling expenses. Twenty- 
five per cent of the amount raised to be paid to the Agent of the President’s par- 
sonage, who shall pay out of this amount, first, the interest on the purchase 
money ; second, the water rent, insurance and needful repairs of the property ; 
third, the reduction of the principal of the loan. This plan seems better 
than to charge the interest against the President’s salary as rent, because on the 
latter plan the President occupying the house the first five years would pay 
$1,248.95 while the next occupant would pay in the same length of time only 
$440.95, owing to the constant reduction of the principal of the debt. 

This plan will extinguish the debt in eleven years, while it will take twelve 
years on the other plan. And when the loan is paid off the Conference assess- 
ment will simply be reduced to include the President’s salary and traveling ex- 
penses as before. 

3. That the Conference do not adopt the recommendation to give up the 
former President’s parsonage on Parkin Street to the Superannuated Fund Soci- 
ety, in liquidation of its claim of $558.50; at l^st until further effort to make a 
more profitable disposition of it. The income from the property at present more 
than pays all expenses on ground rent and debt. 

4. That the balance of $34.30 in the hands of the Agent of the President’s 
parsonage, belongs to the Parkin Street property and should be applied, either 
to the reduction of the debt or the payment of interest on that property. In this 
connection we suggest that the agent request the Superannuated Fund Society to 
place this loan at the same rate as the one on the Linden Avenue property. In 
seven years this arrangement would pay off the debt. 

5. That the thanks of the Conference be extended to the Committee and 
the Agent of the President’s parsonage for the very satisfactory conclusion of their 
efforts to secure the new parsonage, and that Mr. J. N. Gilbert be requested to 
continue to act as agent.

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REPORT B. 

Of the Secretary. 

To The Maryland Annual Conference : « 

I have, as best I could, performed the dutiies of Secretary and Chairman of 
the Committee on Publication of Minutes. It was not practicable for the other 
members of the Committee on Publication to render any assistance after the ad 
journment of our last session, which meant much to me, particularly as it was 
my first attempt. 

The Minutes were all printed and forwarded just three weeks from the ad- 
journment of Conference, but their appearance was most unsatisfactory, largely 
because of the cheap paper used. That defect will be remedied, and other im- 
provements made this year. 

Upon the advice of the chairman of the Diamond Jubilee Committee and in 
accordance with the last item of Resolution 11, I wrote to each of the Presidents 
of the Annual Conferences of our denomination, calling attention to our action, 
enclosing a copy of the resolution and inviting their co-operation. 

I tvould like the Conference to take some action concerning its Records. In 
the “Roll of Ministers” there is lacking data concerning 87 of those now living. 
In the “Register of the Wives of the Ministers” there are also many omissions. 
It occurs to me that if these Records are worth keeping at all they ought to be 
full and accurate. Communications from the Secretary receive no attention, 
therefore I recommend that a committee be appointed to procure at this session 
these data for the Secretary.

REPORT D. 

Our Church Home. 

OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS. 

The report of the Board of Managers of The Home for the Aged of the- 
Methodist Protestant Church is herewith submitted, showing the financial con- 
dition of the institution at the close of the conference year. The report of 
the Board of Lady Managers is also submitted, showing the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the Home for the same period. 

Since the meeting of the last Conference the Home has been greatly en- 
larged and improved. It is now a handsome and commodious building, with 
ample grounds for future enlargement, the lot upon which the present building 
stands, having a frontage of 110 feet, and a depth of 198 feet. The improve- 
ment which the Board felt it necessary to make, mainly grew out of the fact, 
that with the old building, it was impossible for us to make suitable accommoda- 
tion for the reception of male inmates, and thus carry out the original purpose of 
the Home. We are now prepared to take both sexes, with such arrangement of 
rooms as will be agreeable to both. One death has occurred during the year, and 
there are now three persons in the Home. 

We feel that the benefits of this particular work of our church should’ 
be greatly extended, and to this end, it seems ' necessary, in the opinion of the 
Board, that persons throughout the Maryland District should become better' 
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acquainted with the real character of the work, and the excellent accommoda- 
tion which our Home offers to aged and worthy Methodist Protestants. In this 
way we may be able to help them, and at the same time afford opportunity for 
the exercise of the benevolent impulses of those whom, we believe, will gladly 
sustain such a charity. We are convinced that our church, as a whole, knows 
little about the Home, and that there are many good and true persons among us, 
who are scantily cared for, who ought to be under its shelter. 

We have had 250 large pictures of the Home prepared, and ready for framing, 
with the hope that one of these may be placed in every church or Sunday school 
room in the District. These pictures can be sold for fifty cents, and we earnest- 
ly ask our pastors to interest themselves for their sale, and thus introduce our 
Home to our people, old and young. 

We have also had printed a neat pamphlet, giving all the conditions for en- 
trance to the Home, together with other information. These can be had for the 
asking. 

We believe the time will come when our Home will be supported by endow- 
ment, but until that period arrives, our churches should be so interested in sus- 
taining it, that every loyal Methodist Protestant in our district, male or female, 
bowed with age and without adequate means of support, should be made to feel 
that they are welcome applicants at the door of Our Church Home. We ask that 
it may have a larger place in the thought of the church, and now that we are 
prepared to do it, let the beautiful charity of caring for the uucaredfor, interest 
us as never before.

' Of the Faculty of Instruction. 

We report of the third year’s class, that C. M. Compher having been previ- 
ously ordained, has complied with his promise to pursue the course of study until 
completed, and is passed through the couise ; that J. L. Nichols, Frederick J. Phil- 
lips and E. P. Perry have completed the course of study and, with W. N. Sher- 
wood, are recommended for ordination. 

Of the second year’s class, we report that J. H. Straughn and Thomas 
Wheeler are passed to the third year ; that J. H. Straughn having preached for 
three years under the stationing authority of the Conference, is hereby recom- 
mended for ordination, he being required in open Conference to promise to pur- 
sue the course of study until it is completed ; that Thomas Wheeler received 100 
in Church History. 

Of the first year’s class, we report that E. H. Jones, H. H. Price, and C. 
R. Strausburg are passed to the second year ; that H. H. Price received 100 on 
Thesis. 
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Of the preparatory class, we recommend Edward Leon Bunce to the Board 
of Ministerial Education for aid ; Philip Waxter Crosby, Delamarter Marshall 
Dibble, George Joseph Hooker, Franklin Porter Krauss, Clayborne Phillips, 
Harry Chaplain Staley and Richard Larkin Shipley to be received on trial, and 
jeport that they are passed into the first year’s class.

Education. 

OF THE COMMITTEE. 

Your Committee on Education beg leave to submit the following : 

We are livdng in an age of intense intellectual activity and of great education- 
al advancement. We recognize the work of Christian Education as of prime im- 
portance, and hold it to be one of the first duties of the Church to foster institu- 
tions of learning, by contributing to their financial support, and by securing for 
them the patronage without which financial support would be useless. 

We are glad to learn that Western Maryland College continues to make 
steady progress. The Report of President Lewis shows that the number of lady 
boarders for the current year is the largest in the historj' of the College. 

The College is deserving of more hearty and general support, and the church 
should exert its best efforts to bring the student roll up to at least 300. The Col- 
lege is doing much to give us denominational prestige, and its established position 
among the colleges of the State finds increasing recognition from educators and 
the people in general. We especially commend the recent ‘ ‘ College number’ ’ 
of the Methodist Protestant. It well told, by pen and picture, the whole story. 
We cherish the hope that a Library Building may soon be erected to meet the 
needs of this growing institution. We earnestly urge all pastors to co-operate in 
every way to secrue students for the College. 

While constant attention must be directed to patronage, the time has come 
when endowment must be kept before the people. It is gratifying to note that 
sentiment for endowment is growing. Last year only 50 charges contributed to 
endowment. This year 122 charges report a collection for this fund. The amount 
received last year through the Sunday schools was §726,00. This year the 
amount is §1,839.59. This conclusively shows the wisdom of the Conference in 
placing endowment among the regular assessments.* Since the College agrees to 
place in the fund an amount equal to that contributed by the Conference, another 
year as good as this will bring the Endowment Fund up to about §10,000.00. 

This is a beginning. With a deeper interest in this great subject, we may 
confidently look for more general and generous responses. We shall hail with de- 
light the day when Endowment shall put Western Maryland College upon a safe 
financial basis. 

We recommend that the assessment for the Endowment Fund of the College 
be continued as last year. 

We recommend that the request for the appointment of A. D. Melvin as En- 
dowment Secretary for another year be granted. 

We further recommend that all pastors open their pulpits to the Endowment 
Secretary, and assist him in every way possible. 

We are glad to learn, as we do from the letter of Secretary Berrien, that the 
affairs of the Board of Ministerial Education are in an encouraging condition, 
but we deplore the scarcity of promising candidates for the ministry. 

We recommend that in all our churches prayer be made that young men in 
increasing numbers may be called into the ministry of the church The age de- 
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mands an educated ministry. The day 'is forever past when piety alone can be 
•considered a sufficient qualification for the work of the ministry. The men who 
are to occupy our pulpits must be men of piety, but they must be men also of the 
best scholastic preparation our institutions can afford. 

In the Westminster Theological Seminary we have an institution well equip- 
ped for the training of young men for our ministry. The Report of the Board 
of Governors, referred to us, contains information that is highly gratifying. 

It is encouraging to learn of the continual prosperity of the Seminary, 
as evidenced by the enlarged roll of students, by the improvements to the 
property, and by the incease in the Scholarship Fund. We wish to express 
our appreciation of the gifts that have been made to the Seminary during 
the year, and trust that it may continue to enjoy the beneficence of our 
people. We note with pleasure that four of the graduates of this year are 
seeking admission to the Conference at this session. 

We congratulate President Elderdice upon the success achieved, and pledge 

him our earnest co-operation. 

The Board of Governors requests that $1,8G0.00 be assessed upon the District 
for the Seminary, that H. L. Elderdice be assigned to his present position for 
the ensuing year, and that pastors open their pulpits to the President to present 
the claims of the Seminary. 

We recommend that these requests be granted.

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' OF THE PRESIDENT OF WESTERN MARYLAND COLLEGE. 

To the Maryland Annual Conference'. 

Dear Brethren : I have the honor of presenting my seventeenth annual, 

report as the President of Western Maryland College. 

We have had our usual attendance of students except that the largest num-^ 
her of boarders on the ladies’ side in the history of the College has been present. 
Still we have not yet carried the student roll up to 300, as we ought to do, and 
hope we will do in the near future. The routine of work has gone on as usual 
and we feel gratified to think that our position among the colleges of the state is 
established both among the people and the educators of the state. The President 
is frequently called on by Teacher’s Institutes and High Schools for addresses, 
indicating how well the College is thought of in these quarters ; and by a recent 
action of the Association of Colleges of the Middle States he has been associated 
with the Presidents of the Johns Hopkins University and St John’s College, as a 
committee to select the Rhodes’ scholars from Maryland. Such mention is made, 
notwithstanding its personal character, because of the gratification it will be to- 
you with whom the College has so long been regarded as the pride of the church, 
to learn that it is equally becoming the pride of the state. 

A recent issue of the Methodist Protestant gave us the opportunity to exhibit 
before the whole church, some of the material results which have been accom- 
plished at the College. This has surprised and delighted very many who knew 
little of the College before, and our hope is that much benefit may result. 

I would call special attention to the picture in that number of a library not 
yet erected. I trust there are some friends who will give that idea room in their 
hearts. Great buildings for great purposes are twice blessed and they lift a me- 
morial which is better than great riches. 

Two years ago the first effort was made by the authority of the Conference 
to raise an Endowment fund by annual collections in our churches and Sunday 
schools. Last year the Conference consented, somewhat reluctantly it is true, to 
include this collection among the regular assessments. I am glad to report the 
most assuring results from this action. Instead of fifty charges, one hundrred 
and twenty-two of the one hundred and thirty-two charges have reported a collec- 
tion this year for this purpose, t Instead of $726.00 we have received this year 
$1,339.59. This shows conclusively I think that the endowment of the College 
is where it ought to be when we put it among our regular assessments. As the 
College, in acordance with the promise made at the last Conference, wifi place in 
the fund an amount equal to that contributed by the Conference, it will be seen 
that our Endowment fund is already assuming respectable proportions, and an- 
other year as good as this will give us about $10,000.00 in all. 

As a conclusion to this subject, I would earnestly entreat the pastors of this 
Conference to read the article in the College number of the Protestant, entitled, 
“What more do you want?’’ The College continues to ask the co-operation of 
pastors in securing students. No other agency can do as effective work for 
us in this direction as pastors. A word from them fitly spoken and spoken in 
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time, is worth more to us than all our printed advertisements. I am rejoiced to 
think that there are so many of our pastor allied to us in the sacred relation of 
former students that the number of enthusiastic agents is constantly being mul- 
tiplied. 

The College asks that the Conference will consent to the appointment of 
Rev. A. D. Melvin, D. D. , as Endowment Secretary, for another year.

OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE WESTMINSTER THEOLOG- 
ICAL SEMINARY. 

Under the Providence of God the Westminster Theological Seminary is pre- 
pared to play its part in swelling the chorus of our Diamond Jubilee. In legal 
language, this child of the Church attains its majority just in time to celebrate 
the 75th anniversary of its mother. Twenty-one years ago it was bom and 

cradled in the Maryland Conference. After two years of maternal care it was 

elegantly equipped with a faultless wardrobe, and, in the presence of the General 
Conference, laid as an offering upon the altar of our denomination. This gener- 
ous gift of our Conference to all our Conferences was securely sealed with the 
sanction of the great Head of the Church, else the glowing report of this hour 
were not possible. It was well for the institution that its pioneer work fell into 
the hands of the vigorous, tireless, indomitable Dr. T. H. Lewis, and that its 
critical period was under the care of the patient, sympathetic, trustful Dr. J. T. 
Ward. As to the present incumbent, his lines have fallen to him in pleasant 
places, for the Seminary has passed the experimental stage and dissipated doubt 
as to its permanency. 

At the age of 21 it is the Amla Mater of 67 sons who are preaching in 16 
states and in Japan. It boasts of a large three story brick building equipped with 
Library, Lecture Rooms, Chapel, and well-furnished rooms for 30 students ; of 
steam heat and electricity ; of shady lawns and cultivated gardens ; of a home for 
the President on the campus ; of five acres of ground, and best of all, not one 
dollar of debt on the whole plant. 

During the year about to close rapid strides have been made along all lines. 
There has not been for twelve years a roll of students so large. The number is 
17_Seniors 5, Middlers 5, and Juniors 7. Their state distribution is; Alabama 
I, Louisiana 1, Virginia 2, New Jersey 2, West Virginia 2, New York 2, and 
Maryland 7. The improvement along financial lines has also been marked. 
Special collections from our two churches in Wilmington and from Quantico 
circuit have made possible certain improvements in the building and on the 
lawns. Through the generosity of Mr. Daniel Baker the Seminary came into 
the possession of a new typewriter. The regular Curriculum has been supplement- 
ed by the following Course of Lectures: Dr. F. T. Little, “The True Minister a 
Gift of God to the Church” ; Rev. E. T. Read, “The Preacher among his 
People and his Books’ ’ ; Rev. E. S. Fooks, ‘ ‘ Winning Souls’ ’ ; Rev. W. M 
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Strayer, “The Minister and his Work”; Rev. T. O. Crouse, “Before the 
Sermon”; Rev. B. P. Truitt, “Religious Experience the Highest Source of 
Knowledge”; Rev. E. Randall, “Guide-posts on the Road to Ministerial Suc- 
cess”; Rev. G. M. Clayton, “Seeing the Invisible. ” But the Lectures have 
not been confined to the Maryland Conference, for we have had the instruction of 
the President of the Georgia Conference — Rev. J. McD. Radford, “The Right 
Relation of the Church to the World” ; from the New Jersey Conference — Rev. 
J. B. Nixon, “Trials and Triumphs in the Ministry”; from the Muskingum 
Conference — Rev. Dr. W. L. Wells, President of West Lafayette College, ‘ ‘ Paul 
and his Theme”; and from the West Virginia Conference — Rev. G. R. Brown, 
“Jesus Revealed in the Life of the Minister”. While these Courses of Lectures 
are sustained at considerable cost for travelling expenses, yet there is an ample 
reward, for the students receive the profit of coming in personal contact with our 
sucessful ministers fresh from the field who can furnish information from ex- 
perience not taught in books, while the speakers themselves become better ac- 
quainted with the work of the Seminary, and return to awaken interest and 
sympathy on their home fields in behalf of this Institution. 

The following prizes are offered this year : Hebrew, Dr. J. W. Hering ; 

Greek, E. O. Grimes ; Extemporaneous Debate, Dr. E. J. Drinkhouse ; Thesis, 

J. Norman Wills. 

Among our old friends who renew their Scholarship subscriptions are Trinity 
Church, Rev. N. T. Meginnis, Mr. Joseph D. Baker, Dr. Joseph Watson and the 
Alumni Association ; and our new ones are: “Cash” $125.00; Miss Hattie Bolling- 
er, $100.00; the Washington and Alexandria Christian Endeavor Union, $100.00,. 
and Rev. William Dale, $100.00. This increase in the Scholarship Fund is meet- 
ing an imperative call from worthy but needy students. Many who are called to* 
preach are too poor to pay all their expenses, and if we do not help them after 
they have done all in their power they will either enter the ministry of our 
church unprepared or drift into some denomination whose Theological Seminaries- 
offer financial inducements. 

The $2,000.00 contribution to the Scholarship F'und, from a generous 
brother mentioned in the last report, has been recently paid and is now invested, 
the interest to be used in aiding needy students. The liberality of this layman 
is equalled by his modesty, therefore the publication of his name is prohibited. 

The President spent the summer travelling in New Jersey, West Virginia, 
New York, Pittsburg, Ohio, Muskingum and Indiana Conferences seeking to 
enlist support, and the seed sown promises to bear fruit. Of the four graduates 
last year one has already joined the Maryland Conference and two more will join 
at this session. Of the five who will graduate this year, four are now knocking 
for admission to the Maryland Conference ; so, while the Maryland Conference 
still bears the burden of supporting the Seminary, it is receiving most of the 
fruits. 

The only shadow that has fallen upon the work of the year has been the 
shadow of death. November 30th, Dr. B. F. Benson, Professor of Systematic 
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and Practical Theology, suddenly passed from labor to reward. He was a faith- 
ful teacher, a wise counselor, a sympathetic friend and a consistent Christian 
whose word and example will live in the grateful memory of all his students. 

His successor is the Rev. Claude Cicero Douglas, A. B., B. D., a graduate 
of Western Maryland College and of the Westminster Theological Seminary. 

The Board of Governors desires to express its appreciation of the hearty co- 
operation of the pastors and the churches and to assure all concerned that no 
stone will be left unturned to make the vSeminary an institution of which we may 
all be proud, and well worthy the sacrifices and the faith of its founders. With 
gratitude for the past and courage for the future we recommend : 

The assignment of H. L. Elderdice for the ensuing year. 

2, The assessment of |1,800. 

3, That pastors open their pulpits to the President to present the claims of 
the Seminary.

Of the Committee on Literature, 



Your Committee on Literature begs leave to submit the following report : 

We have carefully examined the Report of the Baltimore Book Directory 
and find therein much that is both gratifying and encouraging, as shown by the 
increased circulation of the Methodist Protestant and our Sabbath-school litera- 
ture, and the net gain of $3,213.63 in the last three years as compared with the 

three previous years. c ^ 

We wish to express our hearty appreciation of the efforts of Dr. F. T. Tagg, 

Editor in the series of excellent articles given the Church by competent writers, 
and in the special District of Columbia Methcxlist Protestant Church, Seminary, 
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College, and Our Church Home numbers of the paper to make it attractive and 
valuable as a factor in the education of our people in denominational work. 

We would most respectfully call attention to the work of Dr. Tagg, 
as Agent and Publisher of the Book Concern, and to the special arrangement by 
which he is enabled to furnish at “reasonable prices, Bibles of all kinds; com- 
munion sets — with or without individual cups; collection plates, and other arti- 
cles used by the churches. ’ ’ 

Your Committee finds inexpressible satis^^action and gratulation in the intel- 
ligence just received that an eligible and commodious building has been purchased 
in Baltimore City for our publishing interests. This is the consummation of a 
long-deferred, but prayerfully-cherished hope, and we congratulate the Chuich tjj 

upon its realization. 

It should be, as we believe it is, a matter of very great pleasure to this Con- 
ference to learn that the 20th Century Fund has now reached $15,148.67, cash in 
hand and subscriptions. We recommend that Dr. F. T. Little be continued as 
Agent of this Fund, to serve as opportunity may afford in connection with his 
duties as President of the Conference, in soliciting further contributions and col- 
lecting the outstanding subscriptions. And we further recommend that pastors 
co-operate with the Agent in collecting the subscriptions yet unpaid. 

Your Committee is convinced that the splendid “Methodist Protestant 
Church Hymnal,’’ with its Scripture readings and the Church Ritual ought to be 
adopted by all our people, and we urge upon our pastors the use of the Hymnal 
in all their churches. 

In view of the intrinsic value of the Methodist Protestant we ought to 
give it greater patronage, not only because of its helpfulness in the family, 
but also, because its Sabbath school, Christian Endeavor, and Junior Christian 
Endeavor features, containing valuable suggestions equal to the best found 
elsewhere, makes it of practical value in the various activities of our 

church work. Your committee notes with greatest pleasure the splendid 
recognition given to our church papers by the President of this Con- 
ference in his annual report, and by Rev. T. H. Lewis, D. D. , in 
his admirable Jubilee Sermon. These endorsements and testimonials com- 
ing from such sources should awaken a new zeal in behalf of the 
Methodist Protestant, and incite every member of this Conference to use all 
effort to increase its circulation. We cannot too strongly urge the importance

The Committee on the purchase of a Book-concern property has met several 
times, and has examined much property, but has not been able to concentrate on 
a purchase. It has been careful and acted with a full sense of the importance 
of the matter, and the responsibilities involved. The Agent has arranged with 
certain firms, which enabled him to furnish at reasonable prices, Bibles of 
all kinds, communion sets, with or without individual cups, collection plates 
and other articles used by the churches. These being entirely under his control, 
all the profits accruing therefrom will go into the treasury of the Book Concern. 
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The Methodist Protestant has made gains in the number of its subscrib- 
ers, but we are sorry to say they have not come from the Maryland district. 
Some of the brethren have done good work, and the lists on their fields show 
a healty increase, but on other fields there has been a falling away. We can 
only express our regret that all the ministers do not seem to be equally interested 
in the sucess of our work. The price of the paper has been reduced to §1.50 to 
all persons. The editor by special contributions from competent persons, and 
by special numbers of the paper has made the best effort he could to make it in- 
teresting and useful to the Church, and our patrons have indicated their appreci- 
ation of these efforts. Surely it is not too much to ask for a larger patronage. 

The third edition of the Hymnal has been published, which indicates the most 
remarkable sale of any book we have ever placed on the market, and yet it is 
perhaps a very fair statement to say, that not more than one half of the Churches 
have yet provided themselves with it. We will be glad to have new orders, un- 
til another edition of the book shall be necessary. It has been adopted by the 
Primitive Methodist brethren, and they have already ordered two thousand copies, 
and recently the Agent entered into a contract with the colored brethren in Wil 
mington, Del. , who sold one order of a hundred copies, and have ordered a hun- 
dred more.

OF THE COMMITTEE. 

All past records of the history of this committee have been surpassed this 
year in applications for financial help. j 

More than one-fourth of the appointments have sought aid. We recognize 
the fact that there is abroad within the bounds of our Conference a spirit of ad- | 

vancement along the line of improvement in church property, as well as the in- 1 1 

crease in pastor’s support; this is, by all means, to be commended and encour- 
aged by this committee so far as it is possible so to do. 

We have given every applicant due consideration and under existing cir- 
cumstances can make no better adjustment of the matters referred to this com- 
mittee.*^ 

We have considered carefully the report of the Baltimore City Church Exten- 
sion Society and agreee with them in the opinion expressed in regard to Christ 
Church, but find it impossible to grant their request in full this year, but embody 
our recommendation in the list of appropriations ; with this exception, we rec- 
ommend the adoption of the report as a whole. 

We recommend that §4,000 be assessed on the district for Church Extension, 
for the year 1903-4. 

We recommend that new enterprises, expecting aid from the Conference 
secure the approval of the Committee on Church Enterprises or their representa- 
tives, before making application to the Conference.

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OF THE BALTIMORE CITY CHURCH EXTENSION SOCIETY. 

To the Maryland Annual Conference : 

Dear Brethren In bringing to you our annual report, we regret exceeding- 
ly hat we cannot report a more gratifying condition of the church at Waverly. 

The long sickness of Dr. Ewell, of course caused some interruption in the 
amnagement of the church, but is in no sense responsible for the lack of respons- 
iveness in this long-tested field. After the death of Dr. Ewell, Rev. D. M. Dib- 
ble was appointed to the charge and he has faithfully endeavored to awaken inter- 
est in and activity for the church. There seems to be some dissatisfaction with the 
arrangement which connects Waverly with Evergreen, and to correct the matter, 
a resolution was passed at the last meeting of our society asking that this arrange- 
ment be discontinued. A feeling of genuine uneasiness pervades the entire soci- 
ety in reference to the work at Waverly. 

The work at Christ Church we wish to bring to your especial attention. At 
the last meeting of our society a paper was presented, setting forth the condition 
and needs of this church. After a thorough discussion of the entire matter, 
the following resolutions were unanimously adopted : 

Re.solved, That this society most respectfully recommends to the Maryland 
Annual Conference that an appropriation of $500.00 be made to Christ Church, 
Baltimore, to be paid on the remainder of debt on lot. 

Resolved, That this society pledge its united and earnest efforts to raise | 
within the next 12 months, the sum of $500.00 in the interest of Christ Church. | 

Mrs. A. R. Jones was elected chairman of committee to devise ways and | 
means to raise this money. After a careful survey of the entire field we feel that I 
as a denomination, we cannot afford to let this enterprise fail. For years this j 
heroic band of loyal churchmen have struggled against discouragements and the 
mistakes of others. They have made sacrifices and are still willing to do so and 
we believe if the Conference will come to their relief, ere long a beautiful church 
will be erected upon the lot on North Avenue, upon which $1,200. 00 yet remains 
to be paid. The President of this society has paid over to the proper parties the 
money which came into his hands from appropriation and collection at the last 
Conference. 

We wish to express our thanks to Mrs. T. A. Reese and all others who 
have assisted us in our work. 

We request that you appoint a pastor to Waverly to work under the advice 
and direction of this society.

REPORT M. 

Missions. 

OF THE COMMITTEE. 

We are gratified with the continued encouraging reports which come to us 
from the secretaiies of our Home and Foreign boards; the information shows the 
work is more prosperous than ever before and hence should inspire the church to 
greater efforts in furnishing missionaries and the means necessary to meet the de- 
mand of the rapidly enlarging opportunities. We are pleased to state that the 
Maryland District has contributed $500. 00 more to missions this year than last. 
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We have now in Japan, 475 members, 77 probationers, and 85 baptised chil- 
dren. Also 31 Sunday schools, numbering 1148 scholars. The property includes 
7 churches and 3 parsonages, valued at |9,025. 00. We also have college and 
school propreties valued at $29, 000. 00 making a grand total of $38, 025 all in good 
condition and entirely free from debt. Two missionaries and their wives sent out. 
by the board during the year together with the two lady missionaries sent by the 
W. F. M. S. Sept. , 1902, increases the working force to 34. 

Your committee would especially commend the Tokio Church enterprise to 
the consideration of our Conference and people. The noble efforts of our mem- 
bers in the Capitol of the empire of Japan to raise $500.00 for a church building 
should be seconded and encouraged by liberal efforts on our part. The success 
of such an enterprise would contribute largely to our prestige in the foreign field. 

The reports from the Maryland and the Washington and Alexandria branch- 
es of the W. F. M. S. show that they have collected during the year $1,640.49. 

The work of the Board of Home Missions commends itself to our favorable 
consideration. We believe it to be well managed, and worthy of our best endorse- 
ment and most liberal support. The plan of loaning money for a term of years 
instead of donating it, is in our opinion, a wise one, and must appeal favorably 
to the business men of our church. We believe that the policy of making appro- 
priations where self-support is likely to be earliest secured is judicious. It is to 
be regretted that the income of the Board is not equal to its pressing necessities, 
and in consequence of this fact, we urge that the Conference make every effort to 
raise the full assessment of $2,000.00. 

We repeat the recommendation of last year, that the Easter Service for 
Home Missions be observed in all our Sunday schools. We also emphasize the 
recommendation that the Children’s Day collections be reported to the Conference 
separate from the assessments.

REPORT N. 4 

Of the Committee On Official Character. 

Your committee has carefully examined the reports of all the pastors. They 
have also had before them the pastor and delegate of each charge where the 
report was considered defective. They have not found any reason for arresting 
the passage of the official character of any pastor, but they have discovered defects 
in the personal reports and in the record of the year’s work, to which they wish 
to call the attention of the Conference. 

1, Twenty-six of the personal reports were found defective, some of them 
bearing questions unansweied, and other reports were unsigned and undated, 
showing haste and carelessness in filing the blanks. Accuracy in official reports 
is so important that no man in a responsible position can afford to be indifferent 
to it. Without it our published minutes are misleading and valueless. 

2, Forty-seven pastors failed to secure even one new subscriber to the 
“Methodist Protestant’’ according to their own reports. With the inevitable loss 
of subscribers, through death and other causes, this means a large reduction of 
the circulation of the official organ. 
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3, Thirty-five pastors have failed to give to new members copies of the Dis- 
cipline as the law requires. 

4, Nineteen pastors report that they have failed to secure the incorporation 
of the Board of Church Trustees. 

5, Forty-seven pastors have failed to raise their assessments in full. Some 
of them have not received all of the salary promised, but most of them were paid 
in full. 

6, The Conference Steward reports to us that thirty-one Christian Endeavor 
reports are inaccurate, and forty-seven statistical blanks are marked by mistakes. 
These are generally mistakes in simple addition and subtraction ; such mistakes 
can only be attributed to want of time and care in preparing the report. 

Your committee believes that many of the pastors fail to appreciate the im- 
portance of some of these interests, and ignore the fact that the Conference has 
laid the obligations upon the pastors and official boards of all our charges. We 
call attention to these things in the hope that the mere mention of them, and the 
possible discussion in open Conference may serve to correct many of these inac- 
curacies, and stimulate to greater diligence in behalf of the general interest.

The Conference will be pleased to learn of the steady progress made in the 
formation of temperance sentiment throughout the land, as evidenced by the re- 
moval of the saloons from the Capitol at Washington, the prohibition of the sale 
of liquors at Immigrant Stations and the enforcement of the Anti-Canteen Law. 

We heartily commend the W. C. T. U. , the Anti-Saloon League, and the 
National Reform Bureau, for the vigilance and persevering activity in aiding to 
bring about these desirable results. We recommend : 

1, That Rev. T. O. Crouse and Bro. J. B. Thomas be appointed members 
of the Executive Committee of the Maryland Anti-Saloon League in compliance 
with the request of said League. 

2, That our people do all in their power to counteract and defeat the or- 
ganized efforts of the Lipuor Dealers Associations to dominate legislation in our 
conference territory as set forth by their conventions. 

3, That so far as possible, we comply with the request to observe the 
World’s Temperance Sunday by preaching on that subject from all our pulpits. 

4, We endorse, reiterate and emphasize that we as a Church are opposed to 
members of our churches signing applications for licence to sell lipuor, whether 
in beer saloons or hotels, renting property for saloon purposes, or in any way aid- 
ing or promoting the interest of the liquor element.

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REPORT Q. 

Of the Committee on Sunday Schools. 

No communication has been referred to your committee for consideration, 
but we recognize that no department of church work is of more importance than 
the Sunday school. Its object should be to entertain, educate and save. The 
children must be trained for the church or the ranks will be depleted. To ac- 
complish this our Sunday schools must be made interesting and attractive. Chil- 
dren and young people are not zealous in behalf of church polity or denomina- 
tionalism, but they are receptive and may be won by proper training and enter- 
tainment. They are seeking the church which loves them most and gives them 
opportunities for interesting culture. Superintendents and teachers should be 
men and women of piety and tact, selected with greatest care. Variety of method 
is one of the secrets of success in the Sunday school. We must study to win and 
to hold. This is a practical age and w'e should aim to be practical in the teach- 
ing and application of the International lessons. The salvation of the young 
people should be the paramount idea and aim. 

We recommend that at least four special services be held in each school dur- 
ing the year, to be known as Decision days, when earnest efforts and appeals shall 
be made to win the children and young people to publicly profess Christ. To 
succeed in these services, preparation is required by public appeal, prayer and 
j>ersonal persuasion in the classes. 

We recommend a more general circulation of our own Sunday school litera- 
tute, pap>ers and lesson helps which are specially adapted to all grades in our 
schools. 

In view of the fact that the Easter service for Home Missions has been rec- 
ognized by the General Conference with an endorsement, and has proven to be a 
prolific source of income to the Board and a means of educating our children and 
youth in the principles and needs of Home Missions ; we urge upon pastors and 
superintendents of schools the duty as well as the propriety of observing this" 
service. 

We call also special attention to the annual children’s day service for the in- 
struction of our people upon the subject of Foreign Missions and the collection of 
funds to more efficiently and successfully send the gospel to the heathen and sup- 
port our workers over the sea. 

We solicit the prayers of the Church for the World’s Fourth Sunday school 
Convention to be held in the Spring of 1904 in the city of Jerusalem, Palestine, 
and for (k>d*s special care of the delegates thereto, on their long ocean voyage. 
We are a part of the great Sunday school host of the world, a united army of the 
living God, composed of the companies, and regiments of all branches of the 
Christian Chrucb, and as such, hereby express our interest in this assembly, with 
all non-essentials laid aside, praying the world may soon realize the prophetic 
truth — “The kingdoms of this world have become the kingdoms of our Lord and 
his Christ ”

REPORT R. 

Of the Committee On Christian Endeavor. 

Your Comimttee beg leave to report as follows ; 

Your Committee is gratified to report the societies of the District in good con- 
dition. While the report of the statistics for the year seem to indicate a decrease 
in several particulars, the officers of the Conference Union have information 
which affords a just basis for the assurance that the year has been one of satisfy- 
ing progress. There are now 170 societies, with membership of 6,140 members. 
Money raised for all purposes, $3,599 of which 8413 was raised for foreign mis- 
sions. 116 conversions were reported during the year. These however, do not 
justly represent the spiritual activity'of the society in this direction. 

In all the regular revival work of the district the members of these societies 
have been among the most untiring and efficient helpers of the pastor and the 
church. The Conference, perhaps, has not yet come to an adequate appreciation 
of the mighty possibilities latent in this great host of young people, banded to- 
gether in holy endeavor for “Christ and the Church.” Over every one of these 
societies enlarged vision may see written in letters of flaming fire the word, 
“opportunity.” How to seize this “opportunity” and make the most of it is 
one of the great problems of this Conference. 

It is with great pleasure your committee report that the Convention held in 
February last at Clark Memorial Church , Baltimore, was the “best yet.” The 
tide of spiritual enthusiasm and power seems to be rising at each succeeding Con- 
vention. As there seems to be some confusion as indicated in the reports from 
the pastors in this regard, your committee calls attention to the fact that there 
are four departments of membership recognized in the Y. P. S. C. E. — 1 Junior, 

2 Intermediate, 3 Y. P. S. C. E. 4 Senior. All these departments embrace a diff- 
erent class of membership and ought to be carefully distinguished in the reports 
made to this Conference. 

At the request of the Executive Committee of the Conference Union, we re- 
commend that the President of the Conference appoint annually, three ministers 
and three laymen who shall serve as members of that committee and who shall 
have full voice in the management of the affairs of the union, and that the Presi- 
dent of the Conference shall also be a member of that body ex-officio. This ar- 
rangement is to take the place of the Advisory Committee providetl for at the last 
session of the Conference. 

The Conference Union has adopted as its special woik for the year, a uniteil 
effort to increase the interest in the literature of the church. This perhaps will 
take the direction of a special effort to increase the circulation of the “Methwlist 
Protestant. ” We commend this effort to the careful attention of the members of 
this body and the Church at 1 irge. 

The Denominational Convention will hold its sessions in May, within the 
bounds of this Conference, at North Carolina Ave. Methodist Protestant Church 
in Wa.shington, I). C. We besjx?ak for this Convention the hearty co-operation 
of the pastors and societies throughout the Conference. There are still si>me 
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•charges in this Conference that have no society. We urge that ‘defunct” soci- 
•eties be resurrected and new ones formed where none have ever existed, so that 
no church shall be without this valuable auxiliary to its life and success. 

We repeat the exhortation of previous committees that more earnest attention 
be given to the formation of junior societies, in order that the children of the 
church may be trained for service.

Zion we love so well. May we express the hope that throughout the entire year 
the enkindled zeal of the Church may abound and be fmitful in every department 
of the work of the Church. 

The appeal which was made to the district in a resolution adopted at the 
last session of this Conference, urging all pastors and charges to faithfully en- 
deavor to gather the entire amount of the assessments, was emphasized by this 
committee ; and we think the increased amounts to the various interests of the 
chmch furnish just cause for rejoicing and thanksgiving to God. 

We remember too with unspeakable gratitude to God that thousands of souls 
have been bora into the Heavenly Kingdom through the faithful preaching of 
the glorious gospel during the past year, by the ministers of this Conference.

2, That the celebration of the Diamond Jubilee of the Methodst Protestant 
Church be celebrated in all the charges of this Conference, June 28th, 1903, in 
connection with the “Wesley Day” of Methodism 

3, That Rev. F. T. Tagg be authorized to publish in the “ Methodist 
Protestant, ’ ’ the outline of a suitable program. 

4, That all pastors be requested to preach suitable sermons upon that day in 
which not only the life and labors of John Wesley shall be set forth, but the 
principles and ]X)lity, the advances and triumphs of the Methodist Protestant 
Church. 
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5, That this Conference authorize the making of a suitable medal, as 
speedily as possible, after the rise of Conference, which shall have upon one 
of its sides the face of John Wesley and upon the reverse side such inscrip- 
tion as shall link the two events referred to above, said inscription to be de- 
cided upon by this committee. 

6, That the medals shall be distributed among the various charges of this 
Conference and offered for sale at a price within the reach of the masses of our 
people, to be preserved by them as the official souvenir of this dual celebraiton, 
and that all profits arising from the sale of these medals be paid to the Treas- 
urer of the Twentieth Century Thank Offering Fund, to be used in the payment 
for the building of the Methodist Protestant Book Concern.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERvS. 

We have carefully looked after the business committed to our charge. Acting 
under the order of the Conference we borrowed $837.31, at five per cent, interest. 
The interest amounts to $41.86. We gave to the lender of this money an order on 
the Church Extension Steward for $879.17, payable at this Conference. The 
amount of this loan $837.31 was placed in the hands of Rev. E. S. Fooks, Steward, 
for distribution. 

The last Conference appropriated to Keen Memorial Church, to be used under 
the direction of this^oard, $250.00. We have used this money to pay off numer- 
ous floating debts. We report that all the floating debts of past years have been 
paid. We also report that this church, under the eflScient leadership of Rev. A. A. 
Bichell, has had a year of great prosperity. One hundred and ninety persons have 
professed conversion. One hundred and eight persons have united with the 
church. All interest money has been promptly paid, and one hundred and twenty - 
five dollars of the principal of the Old Town Bank note has been paid. The out- 
look for the coming year is hopeful. 
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If it should be the pleasure of the Conference to continue to appropriate 
money to help this needy church during the coming year, making it payable 
through this Board, as before, we think that the church will raise an amount equal 
to the appropriation, and that the money would be used towards lessening the 
debt on the ground of said church.

Rev. John Edward Tyson Ewell, M. D. , was born in Acconiac county, Va. , 
September 13, 1834. He was converted at a campineeting on Tangier Island 
in 1853. On the 14th of January, 1856, he was married to Miss Arinthia Rus- 
sell ; was received into the Maryland Annual Conference in 1859, after having 
served a few months as pastor of Williamsport Circuit, by arrangements with 
the President. His energy and zeal were employed on the following charges 
in the order in which they are here recorded. 

,Anne Arundel, Trough Creek, Cecil, Caroline, Choptank, Delaware, South 
Baltimore, Accomac, Patapsco, EHicott City, Somerset, Newtown, Laurel, 
Delaware, South Baltimore, Accomac, Mariners, South Baltimore, Delmar, Wav- 
erly. 

After an illness of three months, he closed his life on earth, in Waverly 
parsonage on the 7th of November, 1902. 

Doctor Ewell will be long remembered by the Conference, especially the 
charges he served, because of what he was and what he did. His kindness of 
heart and tender sympathy secured him many friends who will cherish his mem- 
ory. He gained a strong personal influence over many people, by his readiness 
to sacrifice ease and comfort for their moral and spiritual benefit. 

As a preacher he was earnest, practical and forcible.. His clear voice and 
ready utterance greatly assisted him in his very successful work. His preparation 
for the pulpit was conscientiously and carefully made. He knew what he want- 
ed to say, and appreciating the dignity and responsibility of his ministry, his 
preaching was “ in demonstration of the Spirit, and of power.” 
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As a man of faith he believed in God, and believed God. In accepting the 
Bible as the word of God, he fearlessly preached, as he understood it, “all the 
counsel of God, ’ ’ and had no apology to make to those who felt afflicted by his 
plain presentation of the truth. He held the sword of the Spirit with a strong, 
firm and unyielding grip, and wielded it frequently with great power and success. 
Fully convinced that the Lord had called him into the ministry, and that loyalty 
to Christ required him to remain in the active work as long as his health permit- 
ted, he continued to preach until his physical strength was so completely exhaust- i 
ed that the eminent physician who carefully studied his case and prescribed for j 
him, lost all hope of his recovery. . I 

He believed in his Church, and loved it, and entertained the conviction that 
its distinctive principles were so important that a Methodist Protestant Church 
was needed everywhere, and he labored earnestly and constantly to effect such an | 
organization whenever it was possible to do so. He never lost his zeal or enthus- 
iasm, or hope for the denomination he served so faithfully and efficiently. 

A member of the Committee has well said : — ‘ ‘ Dr. Ewell was chiefly a man 
of deeds. He was a clear thirrker, and an able and acceptable preacher, but he ' 
was a worker, who worked himself, and made others work with him. He was 
naturally a business man, quick to see a good opportunity and take advantage of 
it, and this talent he used for the Church. His voice is now silent in death, but 
his works follow him. and will follow him as long as the congregations he gath- 
ered, and the churches he built shall be used to promote the glory of God and | 

the salvation of men. Many are now living who gave themselves to God under 
his ministry, and the Maryland district is richefr in property and membership be- ■ 
cause he lived and died in the Maryland Conference ’’ 

From another member of the Committee the following has been received : “ 

“Dr. Ewell was a good man, and a faithful, true and useful minister of Jesus 
Christ. His name will not only be preserved among us in the beautiful memor- 
ial window which the Sunday school placed in our new Crisfield Church, but we 
will revere his memory for what he was, and what he did. ’ ’ 

His remains were taken to Crisfield, and interred in the cemetery of that 
place. The funeral services were held in Mt. Pleasant Church, • and were con- 
ducted by the Chairman of the Committee, assisted by Revs. D. W. Anstine, W. 

S. Phillips and W. N. Sherwood, and Rev. S. N. Pilchard of the M. E. Church.

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Rev. Benjamin Franklin' Benson. 

The public announcement of the death of this well-known and honored min- 
ister of the Gospel was a surprise and painful shock to thousands in the Confer- 
ence District and in the State of Maryland. While it was known to his intimate 
friends that in recent years he had not been in good health, his robust appearance 
and cheerfulness, and the regularity and faithfulness of his work in the Seminary, 
disarmed our fears and inspired hope of continued activity and usefulness. 

He passed to his reward, November 30, 1902. It was the Sabbath day. 
He had been to the Sunday school and the public worship in the morn- 
ing as usual. When he returned home he greeted some of the students as they 
were passing his door, and invited them in to dine with him, as he loved to do. 
He entertained them with his accustomed cheerfulness apd hospitality. Return- 
ing from the dining-room to the parlor, in a little while his breathing became 
difficult. The labor and pain quickly increased, and after a few agonizing strug- 
gles while sitting in his large chair his spirit was released. He departed “to be 
with Christ, whicli is far better. ’ ’ 

Dr. Benson was the son of Reuben and Margaret A. Benson, and w'as born 
in Baltimore County, Maryland, June 6, 1835. When he was yet a small boy 
the family moved to Virignia. It was there he publicly owned Christ, when 
about 16 years old, and was received into the Church on old Prince William Cir- 
cuit, under the pastorate of Rev. H. C. Cushing, D. D In his young manhood 
he came back to his native county and taught school. He boarded for a 
while in the family of Rev. R. Scott Norris, then pastor of West Baltimore 
Circuit. He preached his first sermon for Brother Norris at Mount Gilead ap- 
pointment. The quarterly Conference of this circuit, it is supposed, recom- 
mended him as a suitable person to be employed in the itinerancy, and he was 
received into the Maryland Annual Conference in March, 1856. The follow- 
ing were his Conference appointments in the order named : Union, Howard, 

Queen Anne, Talbot, South Baltimore, Queen Anne, East Baltimore, W’^arwick, 
Choptank, Alexandria, Talbot, Easton, Newtown, Somerset, Baltimore, Belair, 
Frederick, Western Maryland College, Warwick, Chesapeake, Seaford, Wye, 
Westminster Theological Seminary. 

Through forty-six years he recieved his assignments of work from the 
annual Conference. Some of his appointments were not desirable fields of 
labor. Long rides, hard work and meagre support, the commonest lot of itin- 
erant preachers, were sometimes his portion ; but he was faithful to his early 
vows and covennant engagements. He was a broad-minded, thoughtful, char- 
itable man, and in his magnanimity was slow to censure anyone else, but de 
plored the fact that he could not win larger visible results in his ministry of 
the Gospel. 

On the 8th of March, 1860, he was married to Miss M. E. Thomas, the 
daughter of John B. Thomas, of Queen Anne county, Md. Seven children were 
given to them. Four died early in life and their bodies lie in the burying ground 
of the old Thomas farm in Queen Anne county. 

Lida T., the only daughter living, is now the wife of Mr. E. J. Merrick, 
of Crumpton, Md. Rev. Frank T. Benson is a member of the Maryland Annual 
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Conference, and Howard, the youngest, a professor of music in Westminster, is 
with his mother in their now desolate home. Dr. Benson was a devoted husband 
and a wise and loving father, and rejoiced in the fact that his family were with him 
in the kingdom. His home has been a place of generous hospitality, where he 
and his wife have delighted to entertain their friends. He was taken out of the 
pastorate in 1883 and elected Vice-president of the College. This was a new and 
trying position to one whose thought and work had been all along other lines. 
He, however, quickly adapted himself to the situation. He worked in harmony 
wtih the President, Dr. Ward, and the Faculty of the Institution. By his dili- 
gence and efficiency in the class-room, and in matters of administration he won 
the respect and friendship of the students and his associates in the Faculty. He 
was a student until the end of his life, endeavoring to be thorough in his prep- 
aration for any work the Church gave him to do. His natural endowments 
were of a high order, and he was too conscientious to slight or neglect any work 
committed to his hands. 

His final field of service was the Westminster Theological Seminary. As 
professor of Systematic and Practical Theology he crowned his Church career 
with more than five years of his most effective labors. He brought to his chair 
the soundness of a mature mind, the wealth of a varied experience in the pastor- 
ate and the power that is born of consistent Christian conduct. In the department 
of Systematic Theology he found his most congenial employment, not only be 
cause of his doctrinal orthodoxy, but also because of his peculiar mental habit. 
Even his physical environment bore witness of his loyalty to his creed— “a place 
for everything and everything in its place” — sg.all his intellectual activity was 
under the dominion of a system which was well nigh slavish in its devotion to 
details, demanding the shade of every thought, the weight of every argument and 
the analysis of every truth. He did not come to his conclusions with a rapid 
rush ; step by step he felt his way, but when at last the end was reached, his feet 
were on the rock. This does not imply narrow dogmatism, for [he was far from 
the bigot ; his broad mind and liberal spirit welcomed the newest theology and 
patiently listened to the highest criticism of Biblical revelation ; he was ready to 
accept any modern theory that could satisfy his reason, his Christian conscious- 
ness and his conception of the Word of God. He brought his classes fearlessly 
face to face with the advanced thinkers of the day yet held them rigidly to the 
Pauline rule: ‘‘Prove all things; hold fast that which is good.” He was equal- 
ly well-equipped in the department of Practical Theology, for to the standards of 
his text-books he could add the many lessons which he himself had learned dur- 
ing long years in the school of experience. Moreover, he posssesed in a marked 
degree the teacher’s supreme moral qualification, the power to teach by example. 
Even if the lecture-room had never echoed with his voice in exposition of the 
doctrines of his Church it would have been a liberal Christian training to his 
students simply to have sat in silence at his feet and felt the force of his godly 
life. All the men who graduated during his days in the Seminary bear witness 
to his character. One writes : ‘ ‘ Dr. Benson was a good man. ’ ’ Another : ‘ ‘ I 
loved that man. Having sat under his instruction two years in the Seminary, I 
learned to honor and revere him for his sterling worth and for his big-hearted- 
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ness. We all loved and respected him and knew^him to be ‘ a friend indeed. ’ ’ * 

Another still pays this tender tribute. ' ‘ ‘ Sacred is the memory of our associations. 

Every day reveals to me more and more my indebtedness to him. Since leaving 
the Seminary I have learned to love and appreciate him even more than when I 
sat in his class-room. In my life it is true : ‘ He being dead, yet speaketh. ’ ’ * 

Dr. Benson was a man of public spirit, deeply interested in all that concern- 
ed the welfare of the community and the State. He had strong convictions on 
the temperance question. His abilities and fund of knowledge of the moral and 
legal aspects of the subject, naturally made him a leader in all attempts at con- 
trol or suppression of the liquor traffic. He will be gratefully remembered by 
every friend of temperance, especially in the counties of Worcester, Talbot and 
Harford, in Maryland. In the pastorate, his dignified ' and courteous deport- 
ment and his solicitude for the spiritual welfare of his people, especially for the 
young, will be remembered on every charge he served. 

As a preacher he was careful and thorough in his preparation. He came to 
the pulpit with a message. He was earnest and faithful in its delivery, not hes- 
itating to declare the whole counsel of God, as he understood it. | 

He received his degree of D. D. from Adrian College. It was a graceful 1 

thing on the part of our Western College ; and an appropriate expression of the t 

appreciation of his character and attainments by the Church. ^ 

Thus we have imperfectly sketched his life, as it was seen and known of j 

men. His inner life — his real life — as it was known only to God and himself, he i 

uncovers to us in part. He told his son, Frank, that when he was thirteen years 
old, after hearing a Gospel sermon, he was so bvercome by a conviction of sin ? 

and unworthiness before God, he went alone into the woods and sought forgive- 
ness and reconciliation with God. Though he did not then join the Chruch, this ’ 

was, to him, the beginning of the life of God in his soul. ] 

When, duiing his pastorate in Seaford, Del., he realized his physical con- j 

dition, and the probability of sudden death, he wrote the following, and put it ' 

carefully away to be read by the family when he was gone : ' 

1. I have an unwavering confidence in the truth and power of the Gospel j 

of Christ. I have no fear of death ; and I have a joyful and glorious hope, not 
in myself at all, but in the wonderful Grace of God in Christ Jesus my Lord. I j 

can and do trust my soul with all the infinite concerns of immortality to God, my ; 

Heavenly Father, in Jesus Christ His only Son, my Saviour. Amen ! 

2. I have no earthly goods, and, therefore, I make no will in the legal 
sense. My life has been given to the Church The Church on her part has 
made an annual appropriation based on her supposed ability and the actual expense 
of living. I have not therefore .been able to lay anything by for my family in 
the event of death. I commit therefore my dear wife to the care of the Church, 
to which my whole life has been devoted. This is all I can do for her. 

3. I give glory to God that my household is in the kingdom. Everyone 
will meet me in heaven. 

4. I leave my Oxford Bible, over which my soul has shouted a thuousand 
times, to my greatly beloved daughter, Lida. Amen* 
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This reveals more clearly than anything the Committee could write, his at- 
titude of mind and heart toward God and the future life. His faith in Christ 
was satisfying. At peace with God and with men he went steadily on with his 
work until the summons came. Faithful unto death he has received the crown 
of life. 

The funeral services were held in the Methoidst Protestant Church in West- 
minster, and he was buried in the cemetery of the town. The students and fac- 
ulties of the College and Seminary and a large number of the citizens testified 
their respect and love for him by their presence at the funeral services.

Mrs. Ida Yingling. 

Mrs. Ida Yingling, beloved wife of Rev. J. M. Yingling, of the Maryland 
Annual Conference, of the Methodist Protestant Chruch, the daughter of Samuel 
and Rachel Burns, late of Cecil county, Md. , was born July 27, 1854, and died 
at New Church, Va. , May 30, 1902. Sister Yingling was converted soon after 
her marriage, which took place July 22, 1873. Being a child of Methodist Prot- 
estant parents, and raised in a community when? our Church is strong, its prin- 
ciples well understood and highly appreciated, it was natural that she should be- 
come an intelligent, loyal member of the Curch. Through all of her trials she 
remained true until death. . She had a high appreciation of her responsibilities 
and privileges as a pastor’s wife. No woman ever tried harder to do her whole 
duty. Having an ardent desire to serve the Lord faithfully in her chosen posi- 
tion, she was abundant in labors, entering heartily into all of her husband’s work, 
giving him wise counsel and efficent help in all his efforts to advance the king- 
dom of Christ. If the Church made an effort to raise money, her head, her 
hands, and her heart were always in it, counting no sacrifice too great to be made 
for the prosperity of the Church. When the time for revivals came she was al- 
ways ready to take her part of the work, which was always an important part. 
She knew the joy of salvation, and loved above all things to lead penitent souls 
out of darkness into light. There are many now in the Church, and some in 
Heaven, who have ere this, given her a glad welcome, who were brought to the 
Saviour by her earnest persuasion. Notwithstanding the demands upon her as a 
mother of a large family of children, she found time to be often with her hus- 
band while engaged in his pastoral work, brightening many a home with her 
cheerful words and manners, showing careworn and toiling mothers like herself, 
that the Saviour’s yoke is easy, and that true rest is to be found in the service 
of Christ. 
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Rev. J. M. Sheridan, a member of the Committee, says: “Sister Yingling 
was a woman of a force of character, which manifested itself in her Christian 
life to a marked degree. Speaking to me of our Annual Conference, she said she 
expected to be at the great Conference above before that time. ’ ’ As an affection- 
ate Christian mother she tried hard to raise up her children in the ‘ ‘ nurture and 
admonition of the lyord. ’ ’ She was anxious for their success in life, and en- 
deavored to build up their character on true, Christian principles. Sister Ying- 
ling, like Brother Yingling, was given to hospitality. Hers was one of the 
homes that one always felt free to enter without invitation, being sure of a cord- 
ial welcome. Being kind-hearted, she made many friends, who showed their 
fondness for her by visiting her wherever she went. Until about two years ago 
she was the “picture of health;’’ but alas, a severe attack of la grippe, so im- 
paired her health that it became apparent that her days were nearly numbered, 
and that consumption would soon do its deadly work. Everything possible was 
done to remove the disease, but it could not even be stayed. She gradually de- 
clined ; seeing the' inevitable, sl^e accepted the result with both resignation and 
cheerfulness. Trusting in Him who loved her and gave himself for her, she was 
not afraid of the foe He had conquered. It was the privilege of the Chairman 
of this Committee to be entertained in that Christian home for three days, within 
less than a week of the time of her death. She was being nursed with tenderness, 
affection and faithfulness. This was evidently doing much to smooth the rugged 
road that leads to the crossings of the mystic river. “My husband and children 
are doing everything for me,’’ she repeatedly said, “and our kind neighbors too. 
We were never more pleasantly situated and never had a kinder people. I 
would like to live with them and continue to work for Jesus but He knows 
best. How can I be afraid to trust Him who died for me. ’ ’ 

The faith that sustained her through all of life’s trials, enabled her to 
triumph in death. On that bright May day when the roses were blooming at her 
door, and the birds were singing in the trees about the house, she neared the 
banks of the Jordan, and being tired, so tired of the struggle against disease, she 
peacefully went to sleep that she might be awakened into a more glorious life. 

Sister Yingling lived an honest, earnest, successful Christian life. From 
the toils of earth she has gone to join that company of elect ladies of our 
Conference, who have done so much to make our Church all that it is to-day. 

The whole Conference will join the Committee in the prayer, and hope 
that Brother Yingling and his four surviving children may share with her^the 
riches of grace and glory.

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RULES OF ORDER 



Government of the Maryland Annual Conference 



ORGANIZATION OP CONFERENCE. 

1. Pastors shall send to the Secretary of the Annual Conference the certificate 
of election of the delegate or delegates to the Annual Conference immediately 
after the election of the same. He shall also send the name to the President of 
the Conference and the pastor of the church where the Conference is held. 

2. The Secretary shall make a list of the delegates so certified, omitting all 
contested cases; and this list, together with the list of the ministerial members, 
shall constitute the roll of Conference upon which the Conference shall organize. 

OFFICERS OF THE CONFERENCE. 



Rule I — Duties of the President: — 

1. To take the chair precisely at the hour agrreed on at the last adjournment. 

2. Preserve the most rigid order, and confine the members to the subject under 
consideration. 

3. Not allow improper personalities nor reflections upon any religious com- 
munities. 

4. Announce each person rising to speak as soon as he shall have addressed the 

chair by declaring him “The minister from or “The delegate from .” 

5. State a question sitting, but stand when the question is put and taken; also 
when he states a point of order, and also when he makes any formal communi- 
cation lo the Conference. 

6. Is not allowed to vote when a question is taken unless there be a tie, but he 
may vote in case of ballot. 

7. May call any member to the chair when he wishes to participate in debate 
or for other purposes, but such person shall not be entitled to the chair after ad- 
journment. 

8. There shall be a meeting on Tuesday evening before the meeting of the An- 
nual Conference in the interest of Temperance. On Wednesday evening (the first 
day of the session) there shall be a meeting in the interest of Sunday-Schools 
and Christian Endeavor; on Thursday evening, in the interest of Literature and 
Education; on Friday evening, in the interest of Missions, and on Monday 
evening, in the interest of Ministerial Support. 

The President shall appoint a chairman for each of these meetings, who shall 
secure speakers, preside at the meeting and make all other necessary arrange- 
ments. 

9. The office of stationing the ministers and preachers is committed to the 
hands of the President of the Conference. 

10. It shall be the duty of the President to fill blanks in statistical reports for 
all charges unsupplied. 

11. In the event of the death of any ministerial member the President shall Im- 
mediately appoint an Obituary Committee from any number of the most inti- 
mate acquaintances of the deceased. 

12. The failure of the President to visit any charge does not vitiate his right 
to the amount assessed for his salary. 

13. The President shall represent the general interests of the Conference, and 
shall present their claims in such a manner and at such times as in his judg- 
ment may be necessary. And he shall use his utmost efforts with the Quarterly 
Conferences of the various charges to secure a salary of not less than $600 for 
the minister with family, appointed as pastor, who has itinerated five years 
Within the bounds of the Maryland Conference, and he shall urge upon the 
various charges the prompt payment of the salaries of the pastors. 
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Rule II — Duties of the Secretary: — 

1. To perform such duties as are usually required of the Secretary of a delib- 
erative body. 

2. Should the President not be in place at the hour of meeting the Secretary, 
or in his absence one of his assistants, shall announce the fact, and the Con- 
ference shall elect a chairman “pro tempore” and proceed to business. 

3. Have charge of all the papers belonging to the Conference and be account- 
able for them. 

4. Be in his place precisely at the hour agreed on at the last adjournment. 

5. Keep an accurate list of members of the Conference. 

6. Keep correct minutes of the proceedings of the Conference, including all 
written resolutions, whether adopted or rejected, and the mov.er and seconder 
of all written resolutions. ' 

7. Keep a list of business, on which he shall record all business brought before 
the Conference and in the order of its presentation. 

8. Keep a list of committees, on which he shall record: First, the standing 
committees in the order of their arrangement in these rules, and second, all 
other committees that may be appointed, and in the order of their appointment. 

9. Keep a correct list of the Circuits and Stations, to be used as occasion may 
require. 

10. Report to the Conference any unfinished business of the preceding annual 
session. 

11. Be a member of the Committee on the Publication of the Minutes. 

12. Supply the pastors with blanks. 

18 He shall have a printed record of the vliuutes duly certified by himself, which shall be con- 
sidered the Official Mimites of the Conference, ."ubst.mtially bound every qnadrennium, and in- 
clude in each volume a copy of the General Conference Journal. 

COMMITTEES. 

Rule III — All committees shall be appointed by the President, except when 
otherwise directed in the Book of the Discipline, or by special vote of the Con- 
ference. 

Rule IV — Standing Committees: — 

1. Finance — 2 Ministers, 3 Laymen. 

2. Itinerancy and Orders — The Faculty of Instruction. 

3. Pulpit Service — 3 Ministers. 

4. Church Extension — 3 Ministers, 3 Laymen. 

5. Superannuates — 3 Ministers, 3 Laymen. 

6. Literature — 3 Ministers, 3 Laymen. 

7. Sunday Schools — 3 Ministers, 2 Laymen. 

8. Temperance — 3 Ministers, 2 Laymen. 

9. Benevolent Agencies— 3 Ministers, 2 Laymen. 

10. Fraternal Relations — 3 Ministers, 2 Laymen. 

11. Official Character — 3 Ministers, 2 Laymen. 

12. Statistics — 1 Minister, 1 Layman. 

13. Obituaries — 3 Ministers, 3 Laymen. This committee not to be appointed 
until the death of some minister requires it. 

14. Education — 3 Ministers, 2 Laymen. 

15. Committee on Missions — 3 Ministers, 3 Laymen. 

16. President’s Report — 2 Ministers, 1 Layman. 

17. Sabbath Observance — 3 Ministers, 3 Laymen. 

18. Committee on Credentials — 1 Minister, 2 Laymen. 

19. Christian Endeavor Work — 3 Ministers, 3 Laymen. 

20. Publication of Minutes — The Secretary and 2 Ministers. 

21. Committee on Transportation. 

22. Committee on Church Enterprises — 2 Ministers, 3 Laymen. 

Rule V — Any person being a member of two committees shall have the right 
to decline an appointment to another. 

MOTIONS. 

Rule VI — Every motion shall be written, signed and read aloud by the mover, 
handed to the chair and read aloud by the Secretary, before any order can be 
taken upon it by the Conference; except motions for amendment, to lie on the 
table, the previous question, or to adjourn. 

Rule VII — Any motion may be divided. If the sense will admit of the proposed 
division. 

Rule VIII — When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, but 
to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous question, to commit, to substi- 
tute, to amend, or to make the order of the day; which several motions shall 
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which they stand in this rule; the first three to 
always in order. But when the report of 
a committee has been under discussion, the motion to lay on the table shall not

Rule XVI— If two or more members rise at the same time, the President shall 
determine which of them is entitled to the fioor. 

Rule XVII— No interruption shall be allowed while a member is addressing 
^ o ^ to order by the President or by a member. 

Rule XVIII— When a member is called to order he shall take his seat imme- 
diately and be silent, until the President or member who made the call shall 
state the rme of order supposed to be infringed; after which the member called 
to order shall have the right to explain, and th^ .President shall decide. 

Kuie XIX— In deciding a question of order the President shall restrict himself 
to tne rules of order, and any member declared to be out of order by the Presi- ■ 
dent may, if he obtain a second, appeal to the Conference. The question on such 
shall be taken without debate, but the appellant may state the ground 
or nis appeax. If the Conference sustains the chair, the member shall be al- 
lowed to proceed only in order. 

member shall speak oftener than twice to the same question, 
without special leave of the Conference, nor longer than fifteen minutes at any 
one time, unless by the same special permission. 

Rule XXI— No member shall be allowed to explain remarks made in pre- 
vious speech, except in regular debate, unless the member replying thereto re- 
quests it. or unless another member requests. 

Rule XXII Any member shall have the right to call or the reading of the 
subject under consideration. 

Rule XXIII Every member shall report at ro'll call of the first day’s session, 
and be present at the daily sessions of Conference. 

After the affirmative of a question has been put, any member 
who has not spoken before to the question may rise and speak before the nega- 
tive is put. 

Rule XXV — A member may change his vote at any time before the chair an- 
nounces the decision of the question. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS FOR THE ANNUAL SESSION, 

Rule XXVI — At 9 o’clock A. M., on the day to which the Conference adjourned 
from the last annual session, the President shall open the Conference by reading 
a portion of the Word of God. singing and prayer. 

Rule XXVII:— 

1. Examination of the President. The President shall call another minister 
to the chair and read his annual report. The chairman shall then address the 
•Conference thus: “Brethren, you have heard the report of the President; shall 
his character pass?” In case of any charge against the official character of 
the President, it shall be handed to the Standing District Committee; and the 
chairman of that committee shall answer the question, “Shall his character 
pass?” 
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2. Roll Call. The roll shall then be called, including the Dead Roll. In' the 
event of the death of any member of this Conference the President shall appoint 
some member to formally announce the fact to the Conference, and such an- 
nouncement shall be made when the name of the deceased is reached in the call- 
ing of the Conference Roll, and the same shall then, on motion, be transferred 
to the Dead Roll by the Secretary in the presence of the Conference, and when 
the name is reached on the Dead Roll an order of the day shall be named for 
memorial services for the deceased. 

Rule XXVIII — At 10:30 o’clock on the first day of each session of the Annual 
Conference the President, or his substitute, shall preach a sermon, and immedi- 
' ately thereafter the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper shall be administered. The 
President shall also appoint some one to preach the Ordination Sermon at 11 
A, M. on Sunday. 

Rule XXIX — At 2:30 o’clock P. M. on the first day of the session, the Officers 
of the Conference shall be elected by ballot as follows: 1. President. 2. Secre- 
tary. 3. Conference Steward. 4. Church Extension Steward. 5. Superannuated 
Fund Steward. 6. Foreign Missionary Steward. 7. General Home Missionary 
Steward. 8. Educational Steward. 9. Our Church Home Steward. 10. Bible and 
Tract Steward. The Board of Stewards elected at one session to serve the fol- 
lowing session of Conference, and the Conference Steward to appoint an assist- 
ant. 11. Standing District Committee, consisting of three elders and three lay- 
men. 12. Committee of Appeals, three ministers and three laymen. 

Rule XXX — Examination of Official Character. The roll shall be called and 
the pastors shall deposit their reports, and the collections prescribed by the 
Conference, each in a sealed envelope, upon which shall be marked the amount, 
the name of the collection, the name of the pastor and the name of the charge 
in the box of the Conference Steward. The reports and charges against official 
character shall be handed to the Committee on Official Character. Pastors, 
whose official reports .nre defective iu auy poKil . shall wuh the delegate l esuinmoued before the 

committee to explain, and only those cases in which explanation may be unsatis- 
factory to the committee shall be reported to the Conference, and the charac- 
ters of all ministers whose names are not reported shall be considered passed. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS FOR THE DIURNAL SESSION. 

Rule XXXI— The Conference shall be opened each day by reading the Scrip- 
tures, singing a hymn, and prayer. 

Rule XXXII — The reading of the Minutes of the preceding day for correction 
shall be first in order. 

Rule XXXIII— The President shall then announce that it is in order for dele- 
gates to present any business from the churches they represent; when any dele- 
gate. upon recognition by the Chair, may present any business, it shall be re- 
corded without debate on the list of business. 

Rule XXXIV— The business next in order shall be the Reports of Committees, 
called for in the order in which they stand on the List of Committees. They 
shall not report at any other time without special leave. 

Rule XXXV— When any business is laid before the Conference it may be 
made the order of the day for any other day of the session and at a specific 
hour. 

Rule XXXVI— Unfinished business from the last annual session shall have 
precedence of all business except the order of the day. 

Rule XXXVII — Ordinary business shall have precedence in the order in which 
it stands on the List of Business. 

Rule XXXVIII— When any business is taken into consideration it shall not be 
Interrupted by any other business except the order of the day or by adjourn- 
ment. 

Rule XXXIX— When there are present Fraternal Messengers and other vis- 
itors to whom the courtesy of formal recognition is due, the Chairman of the 
Committee on Fraternal Relations shall quietly inform the President, where- 
upon the President may request the visitors to be brought to him, to be by him 
Introduced to the Conference, either at that time or when the state of busInesB 
may with more propriety be arrested. 

DUTIES OF STEWARDS. 

1. The Conference Steward, Church Extension Steward, Superannuated Fund 
■Steward, Foreign Missionary Steward, General Home Missionary Steward, Edu- 
cational Steward, Our Church Home Steward, and Bible and Tract Steward, 
.shall constitute a Conference Board of Stewards, to whom the Secretary shall 
hand all reports and collections as received from pastors. 
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2. The Board of Stewards shall meet on Thursday morning at 10 o’clock and 
open the envelopes containing the various collections, count the money enclosed, 
noting its agreement with the statement of the official report, and on the en- 
velope, and prepare a report of collections to the Conference. The money in 
hand shall then be passed to the persons designated by the Conference to receive 

.it, and the Reports to the Committee on Official Reports. 

3. Other duties belonging to the several Stewards shall be performed and re- 
ported upon separately as now. 

DUTIES OF PASTORS. 

1. The pastor shall seek the co-operation of the Stewards in collecting the as- 
sessments made by the Annual Conference, admonishing them of their duty in 
this mattei as contained in the Discipline, under the head of “Duties of Stew- 
ards,’’ pp. 116-17. 

2. It is the duty of pastors to examine and see that suitable deeds be had for 
all churches, so as to secure them to the Methodist Protestant Church, and, 
whenever possible, have them incorporated. 

3. Pastors are required to apportion the President’s salary equitably among 
the several appointments, and use their utmost endeavors to collect the same 
before the annual visit of the President. 

4. Pastors are required to see that the families belonging to their respective 
charges are duly supplied with the Catechism of our Church. 

5. Pastors are instructed to ascertain of those received into the Church 
whether they have been baptized, and if not, to administer the ordinance of 
baptism without unnecessary delay. 

6. Every pastor is required to do his utmost to collect the full amount of the 
assessments made upon his charge, whatever may be the difficulties that he 
may encounter. 

7. It is the duty of the pastor to preside on the trial of an accused unstationed 
minister or preacher. 

8. Pastors are required to report to the Annual Conference the amounts con- 
tributed to Foreign Missions by the auxiliaries of the Woman’s Foreign Mtesion- 
ary Societies, and due credit shall be given the Minutes. 

EXPENSES OF CONFERENCE. 

The churches shall be assessed in a sum sufficient to meet the incidental ex- 
penses, including the publication of the Minutes — each church receiving Minutes 
in proportion to the amount contributed. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS FOR QUARTERLY CONFERENCES. 

The Conference shall be opened by reading a portion of the Word of God and 
prayer, after which the business shall proceed in the following order: — 

1. Call the roll, noting those present and absent. 

2. Read minutes of last meeting. 

3. Make necessary corrections in official list. 

4. Consider objections to official character. 

5. At first Quarterly Conference elect a Secretary, an Advisory Committee 
and Committee on Examinations. 

6. Hear reports — 

a. From pastor and associates. 

b. From superannuates. 

c. From unstationed ministers, preachers and exhorters. 

d. From class-leaders, S. S. Superintendents and Presidents of C. E. 

Societies. 

e. From Trustees and Stewards. 

7. Hear and decide on appeals. 

8. Inquire faithfully whether candidates for exhorter’s and preacher’s license 
for itinerancy and orders pursue the prescribed course of study and reading. 

9. Grant and renew licenses. 

10. Recommend to Board of Ministerial Education. 

11. Recommend for orders and itinerancy. 

12. Consider applications of ministers and preachers who desire to become 
members of this Quarterly Conference. 

13. Hear suggestions from Advisory Committee. 

14. Inquire why church property is not insured. 

15. Incidental business. 

16. Fix place for next Quarterly Conference. 

17. Adjourn with benediction. 
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SUFFRAGE AND ELIGIBILITY. 

1. Every minister, preacher and member In full communion and fellowship 
having attained the age of twenty-one years shall be entitled to vote in all 
cases. 

2. All members in full communion and fellowship shall have the right to vote, 
in the election of their class-leaders; and those who have attained the age of 
twenty-one years shall be “qualified members” for ^the purpose indicated in Sec- 
tion 3 of Article IV of the Constitution, and in divisions 1 and 4‘ of “General Du- 
ties of Trustees,” found on pages 114 and 115 of Discipline. 

3. Every minister, preacher and lay male member in full communion and fel- • 
lowship having attained the age of twenty-five years shall be eligible as a rep- 
resentative In the General Conference. 

4. Every member in full communion and fellowship having attained the age of 
twenty-one years shall be eligible as a Steward, Class-leader and Sunday-school 
Superintendent; .and every maie member in full communion and fellowship hav- 
ing attained the age of twenty-one years shall be eligible as a Trustee and a 
Delegate to the Annual Conference. 

5. No minister shall be eligible to the office of President of the Annual Con- 
ference until he shall have faithfully exercised the office of Elder two years. 

ADMINISTERING ORDINANCES. 

No person, in virtue merely of a license to preach, or even election to orders^ 
is empowered to administer or assist in administering the Christian ordinances. 

UNSTATIONED MINISTERS. 

The Conference will not recognize as a minister of the Methodist Protestant 
Church any man who does not bring credentials from some other orthodox de- 
nomination, or who has not received suitable testimonials of ministerial charac- 
ter from our own Church. In returning the list of ministers and preachers, 
pastors shall name no person who does not possess the foregoing qualifications. 

LOTTERIES. 

The practice of raising funds for church purposes, by means of lotteries and 
other games of hazard, is disapproved by the Conference, and pastors are en- 
joined to discountenance their use. 

MORTGAGING CHURCH PROPERTY. 

The placing of mortgages upon church property, for the purpose, directly or 
indirectly, of paying the pastor’s salary, is, so far as it has authority, disal- 
lowed by the Conference. 

OBITUARIES. 

1. It shall be the duty of the Committee, appointed in accordance with the 
Rule of Conference, to prepare an obituary, without delay, containing a notice 
of the place and date of the birth of the brother, the date of his conversion, re- 
ceiving license to preach, and his reception into the Conference, together with 
any other important facts connected with his history which their judgment 
may dictate, in addition to the particulars of his death, and said obituary shall 
at once be forwarded to the “Methodist Protestant” for publication, and be re- 
ported to the ensuing session of Conference. 

2. Every ministerial member of this Conference is hereby requested to make 
and keep by him a record of his nativity, and of all the prominent acts in hi^ 
Christian and ministerial history. 

3. The obituaries of wives and widows of the ministerial members of the Con- 
ference shall also be published in the Minutes. 

MOTIONS TO FIX TIME AND PLACE. 

All motions to fix time and place of the meeting of the Annual Conference shall 
lie on the table twenty-four hours. 

MARRIAGES. 

The Conference cannot encourage any of its members to expect support as 
married men until they shall have served at least four years In the Itinerancy. 
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TITLES AND DEGREES. 

Inasmuch as the degree of Doctor of Philosophy is the badge of University 
work and most rigid examinations— a degree which our better Colleges refuse 
to confer, and Universities do not conf* r for honor, but only for merit in ad- 
'’anced special studies — we feel sure ne worthy institution would confer such a 
title for work done by correspondence, and the man who consents to bear a ti- 
tle so conferred subjects himself to the ridicule of scholars and involves the 
ministry in a charge of vanity and insincerity. Therefore, this Conference 
expresses its disapproval of this method of obtaining degrees, and declines to 
recognize in any way a title so obtained. 

CAMP-MEETINGS. 

Camp meetings shall have the sanction of Conference and receive ministerial 
aid from it on the following conditions: — 

1. There shall be no traffic on the Lord’s day on the camp-ground or the ad- 
jacent territory protected by the laws of the State. 

2. The managers or other officers of the camp-meeting shall not bargain for 
or receive any portion of the money paid to railroads, or to the owner or own- 
ers of any conveyance or conveyances, as a consideration for conveying persons 
to the camp-ground, or the vicinity thereof, on the Lord’s day. 

4. No advertisement of the running of trains on the Lord’s day shall be made 
by any of the persons referred to in the preceding paragraphs, nor shall any- 
thing be done by their authority or solicitation to contravene the foregoing reg- 
ulations. 

5. Upon receiving from a quarterly conference a request for ministerial sup- 
ply and a pledge that the above regulations will be faithfully observed, the Pres- 
ident of the Annual Conference shall appoint members of this Conference to as- 
sist in conducting the camp-meeting. 

In the absence of a request and a pledge such as are named above, the Pres- 
ident shall not appoint such ministerial supply, nor shall any member of this 
Conference conduct such camp-meeting as pastor. 

Appointees to camp-meeting service must be gjven four weeks’ notice of their 
appointment. If they find it inconvenient to attend they shall promptly pre- 
sent their excuse to the President. If the President declines to revoke their 
appointment, a failure to attend shall be reported to this Conference by the 
President. 

MISSIONARY REGULATIONS. 

1. Contributions for church extension shall be sent to the Treasurer of the 
Church Extension Society, that he may disburse the funds to the missionaries 
according to their various claims. 

2. Pastors are instructed to have the Church Extension co'llections in the 
hands of the Treasurer by the end of the second quarter of the conference year. 

3. The Committee on Church Extension shall ascertrin what amount of funds 
may be regarded as available for church extension purposes the ensuing year. 

4. Appropriations shall not exceed the amount which may reasonably be ex- 
pected from collections and interest on legacies. 

5. The Church Extension Society of this Conference shall elect seven Trus- 
tees for each mission, who shall hold all the property on our missicn fields in 
trust of said Society, and yearly thereafter select a new Board of Trustees as 
long as the mission relation is sustrined. But whenever the mission shall be- 
come a circuit or station, the “qualified members,’’ at a meeting regularly called 
for the purpose, shall have the power to elect their own Trustees, to whom the 
Trustees appointed by the Church E ctension Society sh.T,ll surrender the church 
property, together with the books, i)apers or other valuables held by them as 
Trust<^<^s. 

6. When any number of the members of any of our miscions shall, through 
disaffection or from other causes, form themselves into classes, withholding 
themselves from the means of grace or suffer themselves to be led by those who 
refuse to attend the official meetings of the church, or shall in any other way 
walk disorderly, on a charge being brought against such person or persons, the 
missionary shall see that the accused are tried according to Discipline trial of 
members. But should the class, of which the accused is a member, refuse or 
neglect to select two of their number to serve on the committee of trial, then 
the missionary shall fill the committee by having them selected from any, other 
class in the mission, or from an adjoining station or circuit, as he may think 
proper, and should the accused be found guilty he, she or they shall be sus- 
pended or expelled, as the committee may direct. And should the entire mis- 
sion become refractory the missionary shall be authorized to select them accord- 
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irig to the provision of the Discipline for trial of churches; provided, however, 
that the person convicted shall in this, and in all cases where the trial is by 
jury, have an appeal to the Quarterly Conference of the church from which the' 
committee of trial is selected, at the session next ensuing, whose decision shall 
be final. 

7. Missions shall hold Quarterly Conferences. 

8. When a charge is preferred against any member of the church the mission- 
ary shall see that the accused is tried in accordance with the regulations of the 
Discipline for thfe trial of members. 

9. Any mission having a missionary shall be entitled to one delegate to the 
Annual Conference, provided the missionary have a seat, who shall be elected by 
the qualified members of the mission, at least two weeks preceding the session 
of the Annual Conference. 

10. No member of the Methodist Protestant Church shall hold membership 
in a mission and station at the same time. 

11. Until a class is formed in a mission the missionary shall have authority to 
receive probationers into full membership. 

12. The missionary in charge is invested with authority to receive or reject 
applicants for tnembership, as he in his judgment may deem most conducive to 
the w’eifare of the mission. 

13. When a mission becomes a circuit or station, the property must be so 
transferred to t^e trustees elected by the qualified members as to secure it to the 
Methodist Protestant Church. 

14. The Board of Managers of the Church Extension Society is empowered to 
appoint or dismiss trustees in missions during the recess of Conference. 

15. All qualified members shall be entitled to vote for stewards in missions. 

16. The Society shall pay the traveling expenses of such members of the Board 
of Managers as do not reside in the city. 

17. The Board of Managers has full power to act on all matters pertaining to 
the Church Extension Society in the interim of Conference. 

SUPERANNUATED FUND REGULATIONS. 

1. The Committee on Superannuated Claimants shall report to Conference all 
those names which, in its judgment, properly belong to the superannuated list. 

2. The two interests, the collections for Superannuates and the interest on the 
Superannuated Fund, are blended, and the Committee is instructed to act ac- 
cordingly. 

3. The Committee in making appropriations shall be governed by the ascer- 
tained probable resources of the Conference: they shall discriminate according 
to the compaiative claims of the several recipients, taking into consideration: 

1. Tbe time of service in the Conference. 2. The value of said service to the 
Conference. 3. The size of family. 4. The peculiarities of location, etc. 5. Abil- 
ity to contribute to self-support by business capacity or private income. 

4. The Steward of the Superannuated Fund shall disburse all moneys coming 
from the Superannuated Fund Society. 

5. When the Committee shall have completed its report it shall be read to the 
Conference twenty-four hours before final action thereon, during which time 
objections to the report must be filed before the committee. 

6. The Steward of the Superannuated Fund holds his office from the time of 
election until his successor is elected, and he is authorized to receive and dis- 
tribute collections lifted for this fund at any time during the < year. 

7. The steward shall make a semi-annual distribution of the funds coming 
from the Superannuated Fund Society, provided the Treasurer of said Society 
can make a iiaymeht in the interim of Conference. 

8. Every pastor is requested to bring to each session of the Annual Confer- 
ence at least $5 in addition to the Superannuated Collection, to assist any person 
who may be placed on the Superannuated List at that session. 

9. The Corresponding Secretary of the Superannuated Fund Society shall fur- 
nish Superannuated Claimants with blanks containing- the following questions, 
a neglect to answer which shall deprive the claimant of any portion in the dis- 
tribution of said fund for the year: — 

1. What is your present place of residence? Post office address? 

2. Do you desire a .superannuated relation the ensuing year? 

3. What is the number of your family? Ages of your children, respectively? 

4. In what business are you now' engaged? How much does its product fall 
short of yielding you a necessary support? What is the amount of your private 
income from all sources? 

5. What is the assessed value of the real estate owned by you? 

6. Do you attend our church? If not, why not? 

7. Do your children attend our Sabbath-school? If not, why not? 
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
